tie of opinions touching the true limits of this Wenid: some 
men aflinoing it to begtnne at one place,~and some at another, 
whereas, in my fantasie, t&ere can be aligned, none other 
certaine boundet thereof, then suche as we have b^ore re- 
cited out of the ancient h) stories" (alluding to the vague and 
indt^finite obserTBtionsof Asserius Menevensis, &c. beforemen-

Tbd MS: in the SurraAden library, written by the ill-fated 
Sir Edwaid Dering in the time of Charles I. (abont half a 
century tubteqoent to I^mbiirde) states, as probable, tbat 
"the Weald eii^niled eastward from Wincbeliea into Kent 
much »fter tbis manner; and to haie bad in our connty these 
boitndariea ; tIx. from Kent-Hatch orer against Liines6eld in 
Surty, t6 Ide-hi«, River-hill, Mole-hill,.Peckbam.hiU, Yal- 
di iig-hll I ^ Cocks-heath, Bocton, Monchensie, Sutton, UlcoBb, 
Bocfon Malherbf^ Egerton, I^ington, Pluckley, Great 
Omit, King's-noth, Manford, and so to the nde of the hill 
of the Marsh, Aldington, Bonnington, Bitsington, OrlaWoO) 
Bam, Warehorne, Kenardiogton and Appledore, and theric*.

thither, which are the former, and much more probable 
bounds of the Weald of Kent. Though the preceding con- 
Glnsi«n of Dr. Harris be just, yet a much stronger argument 
in favAr of it, might have been drawn eren from Lambarde 
himself, as will be shewn when we proceed to consider how 
far the opinions advanced by Sir Roger Twisden, are consistent 
with reason uh) evidence, for with the hypothesis of Asavrius, 
wehavvatpreseMno concern. The only point to bedtitennined 
is, akelherthe Quaxbt, or fte Cb.ilk hills are to be conidkr- 
ed the northern boundary of the WeiUd oj Xenf, and to de- 
fenoioe this, there really appears do difficulty, even setting; 
aside the legal decisions, which have uniformly, we believe^ 
been in favor of the opinioD here adopted. 

Tlie opinion, that extends the IVealdto the Chjls kilb, has 
nothing like an argument to support if, for, as observed hbove, 
what has been advanced in favor of it by Sir Edward Dering,

what period tbe customs and services above asentioMd bad 
their erigfn, it must be dilBcirit at this remote period- to de- 
termine with any degree of certainty, yet it b most probable 
they had their rise soon after the conquest.

' The early inhabitants of this district were necessarily placed 
In the same ciril coodltioB, as those of (he other parts of the 
lungdom at the same period, enjoying all the adrantagea and 
|lar1ic^tiag in all the inconveniences of a feodal government, 
a system of civil policy ill calcotated to promtrie the qiuet and 
happines» of society. According to the principles of the fen- 
dfl Law the King was the soprerae lord of the landed property, 
and all possessions being held either directly or indirectly of 
him, were consequently held in some nteainre condilionallyy 
■till considered as *Jte or btn^fice, for which, the baroo war 
engaged in stated services to the crown, as Ibe vassal was to' 
his baron. The vassal was bound to defend his lord, and the'

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ktter WBB obliged, at the head of hh nssals to fight in defence 
•f the King and his kingdom. But be^idea these military 
serricei, others were imposed of a civil nature, which wer« 
more constant and dnrabte. Yet though some similarity ex* 
isted in the obligations from the vassal to his baron, aod io 
th^m due from the baron to the King; froo) the nature of 
tncb goTemToenta the Tassal necessarily' fell into a greater 
nbordiftation to his lord, than the latrer to his monarch ; th« 
Ivote police, incident to the feudal const itntion, maintained 
a perpetnal, though secret hostilitj' between the several 
Btembers of the state; and the vassals found no means of jecnr- 
'iu themsdvea against the injuries to which they were con- 
linaally eaposed, hut by closely adhering to their chief^ and 
iiUiDg into a inbrnisssive dependence upon him. 

If the feudal government was so little favorable to the trus 
liberty, e*en of the military vassal, it was still more destruc- 
tive of the indqiendance and security of the other members of 
the state, or what, in a proper sense, we call the people. A 
p«at part of them were cerfi, and lived in a state of ahsoluts 
slavery or vitlainagei the otber inhabitants of the country 
paid their rente in services, which were in a great measare ar< 
bitracy ; and they could expect no redress of injuries, In a 
court «f barony, from men who thought they had a right to 
express and tyrannise over them. The towns were situated 
wtkei witbin tb« denesnes of the King or the lands of the great 
barons, and were almost entirely stfbjecled to the absolute 
«tU of their master: and if any merchant or manufactured 
Ipse te «ny degree of opulence, he found himself but the more 
npoeadite injuvias, from the envy and avidity of the military 
flofales. Betide Ae bwons, there was another class of military . 
tenants, who held immediately of the crown, the tenants in 
<qpde by Koigbt's service, whose tenures were supported by 
• titU e«|HBUy hiHtenltle with tbe others, and who formed a 
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body cosstdenbly nore nameroiM. 7he tUmIi of a BaroU 
were b; thttr tasura immediately dcpendaat on hiiff,* owed 
attendance at his conit, and paid ail tlinr duty to tlie Kiog^ 
tliroagh that dependance whicb tbeir lord was obliged by bi» 
tenure to acliDoirledge ta hi» Mvereiga and superior. Tb«r 
land compTeheoded in the barony, was ivprcMnted In par- 
liament by the Baron himself, who was supposed, accordii^ 
to the ftctien* of the feudal law, to possess the direct' proper^ 
ty of it, aad it would have been deemed incongraons to gire it 
any other representetioo. They stood in tlie svme capacity I9 
him, that be and the ether Barons did to the King : the foe 
mer were peers of the barony; ttM latter were p«era of the 
realm ; the tbssbIb possessed a subordinate rank within Uttix 
district^ the Baron enjoyed a superior dignity in tiie great 
assembly: they were in some d^ree bis companions at home; 
he the King's companion at court. It appears from Domes- 
day, that thef^reateM boroughs were, at the lime ofthecon- 
^uesl, scarcely more than country Tillages; and that tiie in- 
habitants lived in entiredependanceon the King or great Lords, 
and were of a station little better than serTile. - They were 
tot then so much as incorporated, they formed no comroanity; 
were not regarded as a body politic ; and being really no- 
thing but a number of low dependant tradesmen, liTing without 
any particular dvil tie in neighbourhood together, tb«y 
were incapable of being represented in tb* states of the king- 
dom. Eten in France, a^ionntry which made more early ad- 
vances iu arts aBd cirility than England, .the first corporation 
is sixty years posterior to the conquest under the Duke of 
Normandy; and the reckoniDg of these communities was an 
invention of Louis le Gros, in order to free the people Etom

the dominioB of dwir uiaiters. Besidei poHesiing the adran- 
l^es of Inrtb) riches, ciril powers and priTiltgei, the noblei 
and gentlemen alone were armed, 'a circamitance whtch gave 
them a migittf inperiority, in an ege when nothiag but the 
military profession wb hononble, and when the loose ezeca- 
tion of the law* gave so mneh encouragement to open violence, 
and rendered it to dediifv in all disputes and controTcrBies. 
The l>arons, during the rrign of feudal tyranny, considered 
themselves as soveretgni within their territories ; tiiey had the 
power, with the King's consent, (which it wai not difficult to 
obtain) to exact talliages eren from the free citiiens who lived 
within their barony ; -and as their necesiities made them raps- 
ciouS) tbeir authority was nsually found to be more oppressin 
and tf rannieal than that of the sovercsgn: they were ever 
«i^Bged in hereditary or personal animositiet or co^ederaciet 

'.with their neighbours, and often gave protection to all des- 
perate adventurers and criminals who could be nseful in ser- 
viiig their violent purposes: the examples of sordid and mer- 
cenary extortion, furnished by theic prince, were but toa 
feithfulty -copied, and all thdr good and bad oflices, their 
justice and injustice, were equally pot to sale. • 

Such then was the general slate of civil society, during the 
Anglo-Norman governmeot, and the prevalence of the feudal 

' system ; and though some amelioration in after-times toolc 
place in the condition of the people, yet many badges of for- 
mei* slavery and customs inimical to their just liberties, were 
preserved even till a Tery late period of our history, f When 
c a

The reToluiioB (of IfiSS) fortas a new epoch in the consti- 
tution, which, while it has been productive of coudequencei 
h^hly advantageous to the people, has given such an ascen- 
dant to popular principles as has pot the nature of the finglish 
tionstitutioa beyond all controversy. And it may be jutllji 
affirmed, without any danger of exa^eration, that we, in 
tbif island, have ever since enjoyed, if not the best system of 
(overnaaent, at least the most entire system of liberty,' tkat 
waa ever Xnowa amongst maiUuad<* 

bondnieB (or villainea, aa tlielaff calletta them) in Kent (p. 11),' An^ a- 
pin p. 413, " It a|>pearelb, by claime madein our auacienl treatise, tliat 
(he bodyes of all Kentisbe persona be of free conditioD." These opinions 
have, in laller times been generally adopted by thevn^kri bat asi tW aa re- 
tatei to the timet of feadal gavenuncBt, arc decidedly erroneooa. On the 
flrsi of these pasiagei it b aeoesaary lo obterit, that the words xiUlain aoA 
loiufnm arc not lynonimoni. They nere both in ■ degree servile and de- 
pendant, it ia true, yet an eaaential diference existed in their I'iluaCiolii 
with respect to the Lord. As the Lord waa penonally and immediately 
boand in certain and poaitive aenicea to kii snperior, and the villain to him, 
(o the bondman waa more immedialely bound in doly to the latter) he wo* 
bb Bcrvant and eonseqiienlly placed in the htweal and nuut dograded con- 
dition ia the scheme of fendal govemmeDl, And to prove that there were 
both vilkuna and btutdmen (nillaui tt tordarii) not only in the Weald but 
(eneral)y lhronf;hout the eonnty, it ia only neecessary' to refer the reader U» 
Ac record of Domesday, where be will find ample evidence of the foci.

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From this Tlew of the eivii stste, let ub turn our attention to 
the religiout cofldition of society during the nine p«riod> Tb* 
extreme ignorance in which the great body of the people wers 
kept by the policy of (he church of Rome, for a period of 
nearly five centuriei 8ub»equent to the conquest; and the immi-' 
nent danger of violent persecution to which men were liable, in 
opposing the interests of the clergy, naturally prodsced an 
abject submission tp the authority of the church, and for thft 
most part, a superstttioas veneration of its pretended miracles 
and power. To secure a unity of faith, rites, and ceremonials, 
every mean that interest could devise was alternately employed 
to rivet the chains which Imposture had foiled, and engage 
the blind and stupid conformity of mankind: and as long as 
men could be kept in this state of ignorance, the arts of the 
Romish church prevailed, and their influence remained un- 
shaken. But on the re'vival of learning and the introduction

Ihere. At the end of the tramtellon there is a remarkable chapter added, 
af tbtee leavef, (which «>nclndta the whole mtmne) written by William 
Caxton, ar the Earl in bb nune ; containing a translation from the French 
of those sarcaima of Socratea agaiiut the fairsei, which the noble tranalaf 
toroftlM rent bad pnrposely passed over, in the proper place?, under the 
chapter of that philosopher. Caiton printed several other pieces, either of 
bis own dHDposition, or translated by hhn. His last woit was a tranalation 
from tiie French of " The IM3 Umt »f the fathtri, hermit; IMng ia 
the datrtii" and we are informed by Wynken de Worle, that he fi- 
aided hb life and tranalation t<^ethir, 00 the same day, in 1491. He wa« 
mcceeiled in the printing bosiDeaa by the above Wynken de Worde (a Dntcb- 
man) who ia «nppo«ed lo have come to England witii Caiton, and who, af^ 
ter the decease of his master, greatly conlribnled to the advancement of the 
art, by hit nameroua improvemenla in Oe Ibnna and nrietiei of the typ^" 
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hnrtfat to the peace and happiness of mankind." * But this 
Is mepelf the observation of a philosopher, (in tlw commoR 
acceptation of the lenn) whose views extended not beyond the 
present scene of things, though strictly jnst in its most ex^ 
tended sense, for he proceeds, **The large rerenues, privile- 
ges, immunities, and powers of the clergy, rendered them 
fonnidable to the ciril magistrate, and armed with too exten- 
li*e authority an order of men,~who always adhered closely 
together, and who never want a plan^ibte pretence for their 
encroachments and usurpations." This remark, as applied to 
the Romish church, will be readily admitted, yei our author no 
donbt intended it should have a more extended meaning; and 
we are satisfied, that those who have seriously directed their 
attention to the subject, if free from prejudtce, mast allow 
that it attaches in some measure to all established religions. 
The reformation, imperfect as it was, did much, yet still 
much remains tv be done. "That we have various things id . 
•or ecclesiastical establishment, which cannot be defMsded^ 
upon the pure principles of the Son of God, seems to many 
unquestionable. Our excellent reformers did great things, 
considering how they had been educated, and the age in which 
they lived. They were good men, and proceeded, ,in their 
regeoerating work, miich farther than might have been ex-< 
pected; but their successors have sot followed the noble ex- 
ample set before them, of reducing the religious establishment 
of the country to primitive purity, and evangelical simplicity."

Compare this class with 

those in the same walk of life among our Scottish neighbonis, 

and th^ contrast cannot but strike the most insensible; for 

while the former are reduced to a state of mendicity and mo< 

r^l dfgrajiation; the latter, more fortunately situated, are 

active and industrious, exhibiting a npirit of inde^ndence^

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honorable to themselres, and prodnctive of general ■.drantage. 
The provision made for the necessitous in this country, haa 
not, as might have been expected, produced a. preraleat spirit 
of gratitude, and for this good reason (among others) viz. 
that many of the dependents on parochial charity, feel thai 
tlieir claims on the score of juitice exceed what they obtain^ 
from charity, and that alms-giving is more in repute with ni 
t^ao common honesfy. Dr. Withering has obserred that "thtf 
wages of day labourers (in husbandry) are certainly rery in' 
adequate to the price of proiisions; and h«nce," says he" a- 
rises in a great mvasure, the enormous increase of the poor's- 
rates;" and Sir Bgerton Brydges in his late animated appeal (4 
the feelings of the britlsh pnblic on the subject of " The poor 
laws," has the following paragraph ;" M ^rwenf the price of 
labour is allowed by the farmers themselves to be inadequate ; 
tbey are afraid to raise it because, if peace should come, they 
giy com would fall. They had rather, therefore, and arS 
not unwilling, to give parochial relief; but this is a bad plan, 
because It injures the independent principle; it obliges thii 
panper to ask as a favour, what he has a right to claim as s 
due."* The truth and universality of these remarks are equal- 
ly notorious, and the subject we hope will be thought worthy 
the notice of parliament, as a matter which affects the com- 
forts and moral character of a considerable portion of the 
community. It will probably be found that more than one 
third of the funds raised in most parishes for the support of 
the poor, except in maribfacturing districts, is allotted to- 
wards the maintenance of those whose incomes after the grea-. 
test exertions, prove inadequate to their support ; who, though 
entitled by their tabonn to a suitable provision, are placed 
under the degrading iiecessity of appealing to the humanity of 
parish officers to inake^ood that, which injustice withholds

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frcHD them. Why should the pay of the labourer iu husban- 
dry iu particular, fall so much short of his real wuiU; while 
the nieaui of the mecbaaic, if industrious, are found to be 
equal to his support? Is there not reason to bdieTe that a 
foUusioD, not unfrequentiy exists between the labourer aocl 
bis employer, by which the fomter agrees (« the wages pro« 
pos«d, on condUioD that the laUer will stand hi* friend at the 
pariih meeting. This suppMition nMy be considered illiberal 
and uiuuithoiliMi, end as too unnatural and extravagant tv 
merit couideration ; but whatever scruples may arise tn th« 
:. minds of nen nnacqutinted with the management of parochial 
•lairs; those whe hare attended only occasionally, ' tiiese 
courts of A^r&utine jtutice, may poaHbtj/ have seen something 
to wairant the supposition. To> the farmer we would offer 
tbb piece of advice, <' Withhold not good from them to whom 
itisdue, when it is iuthepomer of thine I^nd to do it;"* or 
the time may and Mils' Come, when an option will no loi^v 
be left, and whm justice will wring from the greedy hand of 
the (q>pressar, the dues of industry.

So predominant is Gatei^kind in Kent, that all lands arc 
pt«sttmed to be subject to that usage, 'till the contrary is 
jjTOTed; and formerly, such lands only were exempt from it, 
as were holden by Knight's serrice. Anciently a royal pre- 
rogative was exercised, .by changing the customary descent as 
well as the tenure ; and in some instances tWs prerogatiTe was 
delegated to subjects, and particularly by King John, in the 
3d year of his reign, to Hubert, Archbishop of Canterbur/ 
and his successors. Contrary interpretations hare, boweverj 
been, at different times, put upon this tenure; but it is eri- 
dent that the legislatire authority alone can over-mle the cub> 
torn of an equal partition among the sons, or other collateral 
descendants. + 

For this purpose sereral statutes have been made, the first 
af which was in the reign of Henry VII. at the request of Sir 
Henry Gnldeford: another act on the the same dlsgafelling 
principle, passed in the Idlh of Henry VIII. another statute 
■vrK obtained by Sir Henry Wyatt. In the 3Ist year of the 
reign of the sameprince, the lands of tbirty-FaurnoblemeDBml 
gentlemen were disgavelted in the same manner; and a stmi-

hr liberty was allowed to forty-two other), by a. statnte of 
tbe 3d and 3d of Edward VX. The lands of tfaree geatlemea 
<»ily, were disgarelled during the long reign of Qi^een Eliza- 
beth; and of the saine number, in that of James I. and it 
does Dot appear that any act of tbe same nature, iias passed 
since tbe first yearof the latter monarch. 
. These disgavelllDg acts digested the lands to which they re- 
lated of their partible property only, without affecting, in the . 
least, tbeit other incidental qualities, which remained the 
same, because they were not expressly altered by the letter of 
the law; else tbe owners of garet-kind lauds would hate suf- 
fei:ed g):eat prejudice by the loss of their usual pririleges, in- 
stead of tbe benefit intended by the acts. One of these pri-. 
Tileges is, that the lands in Kent do not escheat to the King, 
or other lords of whom they are holden, in case of conviction, 
and execution for felony ; but the heir of a tenant in gavel- 
lUnd, notwithstanding the offence of his ancestor, shall enter 
immediately, and enjoy the lands by descent, after the same 
customs and services by whickthey were before holden. This 
peculiar immunity is comprised In the old vulgar proverb : 

llie Ather to tkie bough. 
And the lOD Ut the plMfh. 

Tbe privileges attached to gavel-kind, do not, however, 
extend to cases of treason : for any person attainted, in the 
smallest degree, of this high offence, forfeits all the lands 
which he holds by his tenure, to the crown, according to ' 
nsage. Heirs are also deprived of the title of possession, if 
their ancestors, being indicted for felony, should abscond, 
and consequently become outlaws ; and in the times of papal 
jurisdiction, if the tenant had taken refuge in a consecrated 
place, or had abjured the realm, the immunity ceased; be- 
sause an offender, before he could avail himself of sanctuary, ' 
was obliged to make a full confession of the crime laid to his 
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chlrge; find Bighf ttlmys excited k Strong presnmption of 
gailt. By the Yikt cartom, a wife's dow«r In hods of the 
natore of gavc/l-kind is m no cam forfmtable for her bnsband't 
felony, except whive the btnr h liable to be debarred of ih 
inberitance. This was a pritil^e almost pecollar to the 
. nidows of tenants in gaveKkind; nor was the seTerttj' of tb« 
common law mitigated in this particular^ 'tilt a statntewat 
passed in the first year of the reign of Edward VI. allowing 
every wife her dower, notwithstanding her hnsband's having 
been attainted of felony. 

There ever was and still is, a rpry material difference be- 
tween snch lands as are gaveUkind, and those which are 
irltbont that rule, in respect to the proportion, or the rent 
anigned for dower. Thus by the common law, a widow hai 
a right to a third part only of licr hnsband's real property; 
but by the law of garel-kind, a moiety is due of alt the estate* 
possessed by the husband at the marriage, and at any time 
dnring the covertare. One disadvantage, however, is incident 
to dower in gavel-kind, to which the dowries of lands hol> 
den under many other tenures are not subject; naniely, that ft 
tenant of tlie former does not enjoy it absolutely for life, but 
only as long as she .continuaB unoiarried and chaste. Avery 
circumstantial proof of incontiuency was formerly required; 
and before a forfeiture of dower could he incurred, U was 
necessary to attaint a widow of child-birth. This is explained 
by Lambarde's translation of a French MS. entitled, 7%e Cm- 
tumal <^f Kent, in the following manner : 

If when she is delivered of ^ child, the infant be herd cry, 
and that the hue and cry be raised, and the country assembled, 
and have the view of the child so born, and of the motbeff 
then let her lose her dower wholly; and otherwise not, so 
long as she boldeth her a widow ; whereof it is said in Kentish, 

"He (bal dolli w'biI« ber, let him iwA her, 

or accordisig to I^aiubarde, 
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Let bio alu |iTa oalo her, or I«Bd« ber." 

' In the present practice m (heae cases, tt is 'Sufficient to iheir 
that ■ widow in gaTeUkitld has been caught tripping, to de> 
prive her of her dower, without proiludng actual eridence of 

fhh casual, though frequent, effect of a breach of chastity. 
' l^e different lenns of restraint imposed upon the two stxa 
hy the gavel-kiod iaw, betrays however a notorious partiality. 

A widow must keep herself not only to/e, but cAcu/e, or sh«' 
looses her dower; whilst a widower, if he has a lafficient de- 
gree of resolalion to avoid fonning a second matrimonial con- 
Bection, may, withont possessing the gift of continence, re> 
main, by the courtesy of Kent, a tenant to half of the lands 
that twionged to bis deceased wife. 

Another distinguishing property of ga*el-kind is, that th« 
tenant is of sufficient years to alienate bis estates at the age of 
fifteen; ttutitmust be' by feoffment, 'that being a method of 
conveyance of every othet the most proper, test there lie any 
tnspicion of fraud and Impos1tt»n. This priril^e makes tlie 
tenant Some compeaSatioB for his being kept in ward oneyeftr 
longer than is permitted by the course of the common law. 
Aitd infants in gavel-kind always enjoyed seTeral advantage- 

. oos immunities formerly denied to other persons during their 
minority. In 'The euatumai of Kent the noble usage claimed 

' fai t>ehBlf of wards, is expressed in the following terms: 

'*And if the heir or heirs shall be under the age of fifteen 
years, let the nutriture be committed by the Lord, to the 
next of the blood to whom the inheritance cannot descend, so 

. tiiat the lord take nothing for the committing thereof. And 

' let not an heir be married by tlie lord, but by his own will, 
and by ttieftdvice *S im friends, if he will. And when such 
heir, orbeirs, shall come to the fnlt age of fifteen years, let 
all their lands and tenements be deliTered unto them, toge- 
tiicr with thuii- goods^ and with tli^ prolits of the same lauds 
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remaining above their reasimable sustenaitce: of the wbicb 
profits and goods, let him be bound to make answer which 
bath the education of the heir, or else the lord, or his heirs, 
which committed the same educatioa." 

,It was formerly the custom of this county- to divide tbe 
chattels, after the funeral expences and debts of the deceased, 
were paid, into three parts, if he left any lawful iss.ue ; of 
which one portion ww for the performance of legacies : apo- 
ther towards the education of his children, and the tjijrd to- 
wards the support of his widow. 

If the tenant of gaiel-klnd lands withdraws from his J^rd 
his due rents and services, the custom of Kent gives the Lord, 
a special and solemn kind of cessavil^ denominated gavelit, by 
which unless the tenant redeems his lands by payment of the 
arrears, and makes reasonable amends for his neglect or con- 
tumacy, they become forfeited to the Lord, and be enters 
ud occupies them as his own deroesues. 

The tenants in gavel-kind also claim the privilege, that 
where a writ of right is brought concerning gavel-kind lands^ 
the grand assize shall not be chosen in the usual manner^ 
by four Knights, but by four tenants in gavel-kind, who shall 
not associate to themselves twelve Knights, but that number 
of tenants in gavel-kind ; and trial by battle shall not be al- 
lowed in such writ for those lands. 

The privileges of the tenaots in gavel-klnd, cannot be more 
clearly sbewn, than by contrasting with tfann the burthens of 
the military or feudal tenure. 

The heir, says the leanted Sir William Blackstone,* on the 

• It was the opinion of litis leamedjudge (See Comm, vol. II. p. 99) that 
gavd-kiiid in the stricl aemt of tbe word, rtJatei merely to the tamr* of the 
land, and that Ilie partibility, uid otbet cnslaniary qnalitiec, we rather 
eltriniic and accidental to gaecl'kind, (roai the ciulomary lavs of the place, 
than necessarily comprehended under that term.

' Sir Thomas Smith in his commonweattb, has the following 
remarks on this head : When the heir came to his own, after 
be was out of wardship, his goods weere decayed, houses faU 
len down, stock wasted and gone, lands let forth and plough- 
ed to be barren': to make amends, he was yet to pay half a 
year's profits as a Sne for sueing out his^Tery ; and also the 
price and value «f his marriage, if he refused such wife as hti 
lord and guardian had bartered for, and imposed upon him ; 
or twice that Taloe, if he married another woman. And 
wbea by these deductions, his fortune was so shattered and 
mined, that, perhaps he was obliged to sell his patrimony, 
lie had not that poor privilege allowed him, without paying an 
exorbitant fine for a licerne of alienation. 

The grievances thus eatablished in cousequence of the feudal 
system, were octiationally mitigated by several acts of parlia- 
ment; but were not wholly abolished by the legislature, 'till 
the 12ttayear oftho reign of Charles ir."

■bUterii The farms in this district seldom eireed one hundred 
and fifty acres, though (here are some, particularly in ths 
neighbourhood of Yalding, that are considerably larger: from 
£fty to one hundred acres appears the most common size. 

Climate Scenery, &c. — The clhnate of the Weald, js 
much milder than in those parts of the county northward of 
:the range ^f hills extending from Folkstone to Wrothara, &c. 
these hHls afferdlng it coBsldertfele shelter froro the more 
cutting winds; (howgh from Ihe nature of.tke soil, much of it 
being, as before observed, a cold moist clay, the harvest is 
rather later than in situallons more exposed. 

The saUihrilj of tbe air in this district is generally admiltr.!; 
for thi^ygh some evccptions are taken by l>. Harris and Mr. 
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Hasted, as fo thoae parts immediately bordering on tlt» nmnh ; 
they are too trifling and unimportant to affect the general 
character vhich the Weald has so nniTenally and so justly 
obtained: but if the obseiration of Dt. Harris* should be 
supposed to refer to the land under the hills, which bound the 
Weald on the north, as laying comparativety loir ; it may be 
replied, that in these parts no unhealthy symptoms have erer 
been manifested, which could be attributed to- the sitaatioo. 
Indeed the Weald so far from being a low marshy or swampy 
tract of country, as might be supposed from a tligbt riew of 
it, taken from the high lands on the north, has little or no 
marshy ground within its boundary. It ri for the most part 
made up of gentle hill and dale, undulating in all directioM, 
and towards the more southerly parts rising abruptly into wril 
wooded eminences, little, if any, below the level of the high- 
est land in the county, not eren excepting the range of chalk- 
hillE.'f Of the purity of the air in these parts^ in addition to

Tbii 
BUkj in a great measure arise from the qaantity of .wood and 
other vegetable matters with which the Weald peculiarly a- 
bonnds, and the small quantity of stagnant water it contains. It 
is a generally received opinion that all plants and trees possess a 
property of purifying the air by absorbing the no»ouB particles 
that float in it. Dr. Ingenhousz says,*!- it will perhaps ap- 
pear probable that one of the great laboratoriea of nature for 
cleansing and parifying the air of onr atmosphere is placed in 
tiie substance of the leaves, and pat in action by the* inflnence 
of the light, and that all plants possess a power of speedily 
correcting foul air unfit for respiration. The air generated 
by the leaves of trees, &c. being heavier than common air 
detcendty while the latter fouled by the respiration of animals, 
and other causes, atctndt; is purified as before stated, and 
again rendered fit for respiration. But be the cause what it 
may, the fact is unqQestionable. 

The scenery of the Weaid, though not of a character to ex- 
cite surprise or astonishment, possesses charms which will be 
felt by those, at all acquainted with its antieut conditiou, or 
who have the smallest relish for the beauties of nature: it 
partakes not of the sublime, but possesses features that more 
Strongly fasten on the feelings, for here

Roads. — Uutil nilhin these few years, the roads throngli. 
out the Weald were very indiflerent, and even now, lome of 
the highways in the winter season are impassable for any car- 
riage of pleasure; though in the slimmer these very roads af- 
ford the most delightful rides, being free from dust and agree- 
ably shaded by high hedge rows, and branching oaks, which, 
but partially excluding the beautiful and Tarying scenery of 
the sorroundirig country, serve to heighten its interest. The 
^puted badness of flie roads in these parts, has no doubt been 
the principal cause of preventing many from visiting them : 
but though the observations of Harris and earlier writers weM 
at the time correct, yet the reproach is now wearing fast a- 
way, and at this period there are some roads wi^in the Weald, 
tt least equal to any that can be found without its limits. It 
is a circumstance much to be regretted, that many of our lo- 
cal histories have been compilfd by non-residents and not .nn- 
frequeully l>y persons who have never Keen the ptitces of vbU^ 
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Hiey ha»e UeMted, ot t»ken fv«n camoKin poins t» inftu* 
themseWria of their prevent stBt*; thas tn obHrradOa, «(

One of the principal rgftdi ia thttt ' whieb emttte the Weald at 
lAutoa <from MaidatOBe) passlnf through Staplehnrst, Cran- 
brook, TenteVden, Small-hythe and Appledore, which, with 
the exception of two miles between Stapletuirst and Cran- 
brook is really a very good road ; and that it is patnAU tot 
carriagea.is proredby the circmnitiiiae of a stage «a««h pas. 
sing to and fr» tht«e tim«s a week for some years past, and 
WithoDt a single accident which could be imputed to the road; 
another principal one is that from Tunbridge tfu-ough Brench-_ 
ley, I^ambeiburst, Uawji.bu^|t uui Newepdw, alio .acoach-i 
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road, and not inferior to the former ; indeed a considerable 
part of thie lart is not Mceeded by any ro*d in the kingdom. 
The roadi also, from Tanbridge to the Wells, from the for- 
mer to PenBhorBt, from Cranbrook to Goudhurat and Hor«* 
monden, from Cranbrookto Beuenden and also to Hawkhurst; 
and from Tenterden to Newenden are all exempt from the a- 
bove unqaalified reproach. 

The expence however of maintaining the roads in theia 
parts in aoy tolerable state is very considerable, owing to the 
lieavy carriage of materials and the continual attention and 
labor, necessary to make good the damage done by the enor- 
tpous burthens brought upon them,* Good roads, as neces-

MJy to tbe isterests of sgriouUnre and commerce, are par.

The adoption 
of weighing mocAinet has done bul little good, and still I es) 
has been produced by the encoaragement of broad and rolling 
wheels, the tatter hiring served to increase the mischief thej 
were designed to obviate, by promoting the practice of con- 
veying in one carriage as great a weight as possible; and this 
is not all, for it has been found by experience, that these 
wheels eTen under the same weight, are generally more pre- 
jadicia) and destmctive than narrow ones.

The bye ways in tliCse parts, as in most others, are very 
lad; and a stranger who has experienced the adrantages and 
comfort of good roads, will be at some loss to account for 
the indifference to this circamstance, manifested by the ml- 
dents of many parts of the Weald. A complaint seldom or 
erer escapes the farmer on this score, and so long as his wag- 
gons can, with any strength he is able to muster, be drawn 
through them, it Would be difficult to extort a confession, that 
they are really bad; he will admit perhaps, they are indiffe- 
rent, but in bis estimation they cannot be very bad, while hii 
business can be done, and done in any way. If good roads 
could be formed from each farm house, to the nea^st market 
town, or to the chalk hills, or even throughout the Weald, 
by a voluntary contributioa of £l. for erery £lO. of rent 
paid, for ooe year only, trilling as the sacrifice must appear, it 
would generalli/ be deemed too great, and the object would, 
by such means, nerer be accomplished ; nay more, if thm end 
could be effected free of expence, it is very far from certmia 
whether the majority of the tenants in these parts, would express 
themEelTes pleased with the alteration. From these premises 
it might be inferred, that the farmers in (his country are more 
ignorant aod less awake to their interests than those of other 
parts ; but this is not the fact; they possecs as noch ^od 
sense and »re perhapa as capable of apprKiating (be adrantii^ei 
of good roads as their neighbours more fortunately situ*

tted ; bat in a rcTolution of thii kind they foresee nm- 
ny evils, beighleiifd probably by an attachment to old ha- 
bits and local prfjudices. Be this as it may, it it certain that 
Tery important consequences must result from a change of this 
nature, and on an iraparlial considerMion of the subject, it . 
will be seen that the seeming indifference of the tenant, and his 
objections to snch an ionoTation, are neither to be attributed 
to insensibility or unfounded prejudice. He is aware, that by 
making good roads, his approach to market with his team, and 
tneansof obtaining manure, would be facilitated ; that by eas- 
ing (he draught, one -or two horses might be spared ; that the 
wear and tear of his tackle would be materially reduced; in 
ghort, that his business might be carried on with less expence, 
■nd with much more pleasure to himself than formerly^ What 
theji, it may be asked, can render him lukewarm and indif- 
ferent to such a change of circumstances? Simplj/, that his 
landlord may be as well able to estimate these advantages as 
himself, and that ultimately it is more than possible, he mayi.e 
no gainer by the change. If these notions of the tenant have 
any weight, and their fears are admitted to be well founded, 
should not these »ery considerations operate with the omnert 
of land in such situations to promote as far as in their power 
the accomplishment of good roads, and stimalate them to step 
forward in support of any measure calculated to effect so de- 
niable an end. There can be no doubt, but that the landed 
property in many parts of the Weald, would in such case be 
more than doubled in value; while the public would be ma- 
terially benefited, by an Increased produce of the land, and 
the facilities of communication thus afforded. 

MiHERiu, &c^— Iron ore is found in considerable abun-

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ready communication with other parts, the smelting and *erk-> 
ing this raluable mineTal hag for some lime ceated, and li no* 
removed to places, either more fortunately eitoated in thes* 
respects, or where the importance of inland narigation is bet^ 
ter understood and appreciated. 

At BETHEKsnEN, a grey turbinated marble is dug, formerly 
much in request for the ornamental parts of building and for 
tombs ; it is similar to that of Petworth, and slightly resembles 
the marble of Kilkenny, but is less compact and of a more som- 
bre cast. An inferior stone, also of the testaceous kind, is found 
in several adjoining parishes about the centre of the Weald^ 
which is used for paving the causeways and horse tracks: it is 
besides employed in building, and is valuable where durability 
aloneis required.* Sand-stone is dug here pretty generally, and 
much used ; the best, perhaps, is found in the parish of Hawk- 
harst. Most of the religious edifices in this part of the coun- 
ty, are built with sand-stone, which though soft at first, iood 
becomes indurated by exposure. The Kentish rag-stone is al> 
so dug within the Weald. These must all become articles of 
importance in the event of a canal being carried through these 

PapJECTEn lMPROVEHEi(T.-~We must not close this gener> 
al sketch without noticing the projected canal through thfl 
Wealo; an idea which originated with a few public qririta 
ed individuals in the year 1 800 ; by whom a fund was raised for 
defraying the expenees of m snrv^. Accordingly Brir, Alenua* 
der Sutherland, then engaged in superintending the Improve- 
ments of Rye hai1)our, was applied to, and by him a survey

lancholy death of Mr. Sutherland, ouUnere ofthcBdjourmea 
meeting in the Easterweek following. 

As the line, recommended by Mr. Sutherland has long since 
been abandoned, it would be oeedless to point out the objee- 
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fytiu to ivhioh it «u lUble, or the errors and ImperfectLou 
witk wh kh. bis ntfT«y Kboundi.* 

Some weeks prior to Mr. Satherland'i death, he had e^ 
pressed a wish that the RsreftX of some eogineer of known, le^ 
{mte might be had, before subscriptions were opened f<u^ 
executing the work, and accordingly Mr. Renme was applied 
to for tfaatpnipose. It was proposed, the two engineers should 
meet at Maidstone on the 30th of April 1803 and go over the 
Jmuie ti^ether, but Mr. Sntheiland excused himselfoD acconnt of 
indiapositlon. On the 33d of the same month at the general 
meeting, the death of Mr. Sutherland was made known, when 
JAr. Reniue was directed "to surfej the whole Line, report 
upon it, and state any alterations and improTements that might 
^nggest themselves to him." This he did, as appears by hii 
Refort dated September 4th in the same year. 

Mr. Rennie liewing this rather as an agricultural than a 
mercantile concern, very properly suggested an eiUension t* 
the Wye bills, for the more ready introductioa of chalk and 
lime so absolutely necessary (o the agriculture of the Weald^ 
and also recommended the extension towards lAmberhnrst a« 
originally proposed by.

.il.LDINGTON. TIffi Tillage of Jldington, or as it it 
HMftlly called id the neighbonrhood, AUtngton, is pleuantlf ' 
situated on the ridge, of quarry Mill, on the road between 
Umne and Ashford; from its elerated litnation it coramands 
octeiuire views of the Country r6und; bat the most pleasing' 
prospects in this n^ghbourhood, and perinpi in' the County,

The Makob or Au>i>rnTOM (f^ldintune) tfj^eus to haTebeea 
formerly of rei^ considerable compass, exieriding, accordiogta 
the record of Domesday into the parishes of Umne, Stowtli^, 
&c. It was granted by Queen "E&vif anno 961 to the Priory 
of Christ Church, Canterbury, and on a partition of the pos- 
sessions of that Church between the Monks and Archbishop 
Lanfranc (in the reign of the Conqueror) this Manor was 
allotted to the latter, and the manor house, in af^r 
t^B, made the occasional residence of bi> tttcc«it«TS "who 
h^d a large Farl^ here, and a chase for the beasts of the 
Forest."* Archbishop Morton, in Ij^ng Heniy t)ie Serentli'l . 
reign, made considerable additions to the Atanuon house; 
but in the succeed!^ reign it was alienated to the C^own, the 
lyrk rendered more comp^^e, and extended by snbseqMent 
purchases.

AlcGngton is rendfired partlcalarly remarkable by the welt> 
lno#ti Imtwstnre of Elizabeth Barton, 'the Iloly Maid of 
Kent." fhe place chosen as the princiiial theatre of this dl^ 
graceful trickery, (so strongly characteristic of the knareiy and 
fapersfitiousweakness of the times,) was in the Chapel of Ciittij 
at Sirete in this ^rlsh ; the affair is thus related by Hnnie. 

"Elizabeth Barton of Aldin^on in Kent, commonly called 
the Ito^ Maid of Kent, had been subject to hysterical fits, 
which threw her body into nnusnal conmlsions, and hnTintf 
produced an equal disorder in her mind, made her utter stranj^ 
la^li^s, which^ as she was scarcely conscious of them during 
fiie time, bad soon after entirely escaped her memory. Thb 
tniy people In the neighbonrhood were strack with these a;^- 
|«arancea, which tbey ima^ned to be supernatural;' and 
Richard Masters, Ticar of the parish,' a designing fellow found- 
ed on them a project from which he hoped, to acquire both 
l^fit aiid consideration. He went to 'Wariiam. Archbistiop 
of Canterbury, and having given htm an account of Elizabeth's 
retelationsj he so far wrought on that pmdmt but superstf- 
tioift prelate, as to receive orders from him to watch her in her 
trances, and carefully to note down all her future sayings. 
The regard paid her by a person of so high a r«nk, soon rea- 
iered her still more the obj'ect of attention to &i neighbour- 
A 2 
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Jiood ; and it wu easy for Hasten to pecsuade them, u well 
as the Haid herBelf, that her ravings were inspiTatioBi of,lb« 
Holy Ghost. Kjiaveiy, as is usual, soon after succeediiig 
to delasion, she learoed to counterfeit trances ; and she then 
uttered, in an eztraordinaiy tone, such speeclies as were di<^ 
toted to her by her spiritual director. Masters associated 
with him Dr. Booking, a canon of Canterbury ; and their 
.design was to raise the credit of an image of the Virgin, whidi 
stood in a chapel belonging to Masters, and to draw to It 
■tich pilgrimages as usually frequented the more famous imago 
and reliques. In prcsecutiou of this desigp, Elizabeth iprtt^ 
^^nded revelations, which directed her to have recourse to th«t 
image for a cure ; and beiug brought before it, in the preceuoe 
^f a great multitude, she fell anew into convulsioits ; and aft«r 
. distfirtjiig her llpibs and couolena e during a competent time, 
Ehe aflected tfl have obtained a perfect recovery by the ioter- 
cession of tbe Virgin, This iniracle was soon bniited abroad ; 
and the two priests, finding the in)posti(r« to succeed beyond 
tbeir own expeclations, began to estend their views, and to lay 
the foundation of ntore important enterprises. They tai>gbt 
tbeir penitent to declaim against tfie new doctrines, which tbp 
denominated heresy ; against innovations in ecclesiastial govern^ 
meat ; and aguiist the King's intended diyorce from Catherine. 
She went so far as to assert, that if he pros^uted that design^ 
and married another, be should not be Kii'S ^ month longer, 
and should not an hour longer enjoy the favor o( the Almighty, 
^but should die the death of a villain. Many oioi^i througki 
out England, either from folly or roguery, or from faction, 
which is often a complication of both, entered into tbe dela- 
.sion; and one Deering, a friar, wrote a book of the revela- 
tions and prophecies of Elizabeth. Miracles were daily added 
to increase the wonder; and the pnlpit every where resounded 
with .accounts of tbe sanctity and inspirations of the neir 
prophetess. Messages were carried from her to Qoeea 
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Catberine, by which that princess war exhorted to penint in 
lier opposition to the divorce; the pope's ambassadors, gare 
encouragement to the popular credulity ; and eiea Fisher 
Bishop of Rochester, though a man of sense and learning, was 
carried away by an opinion so favorable to the party which be 
had espoused. TheKingat last began to think the matter wortbjr 
of his attention; and having ordered Elizabeth and her accomi 
plices to be arrested, he brought them before the Star chamber} 
where they freely, without being put to the torture, made con- 
fession of their guilt. The Parliament in the sessions held the 
beginning of this year, passed an act of attainder against some 
who were engaged in this treascnable imposture; and Elizabeth 
herself, Masters, Docking, Di;ering, Uich, Risby, and Gold, 
suffered for their crime. The Bishop of Rochester, Abel, 
Addison, Lawreuce, and others, weie condemned for mi^rision 
of treason ; because they had not dicovered some criminal 
speeches which they heard from Elizabeth ; and they were thrown 
into prison. The better to undeceive the multitude, the forgery 
ct many of the prophetesses miracles was detected ; and even 
the scandalous prostitution of her manners was laid open to 
the public. Those passions which so naturally insinuate them- 
selves amidst the warm intimacies maintained by the devotees 
of different sexes, had taken place between Elizabeth and her 
confederates; and it was found, that a door to her dormitory, 
which was said to have been miraculously opeued, in order to 
give her access to the chapel, for the sake of frequent converse 
vitb heaven, had been contrived by Becking and Masters for 
less refined purposes." Thus, says Hume "the detection of 
this imposture, attended with so many odions circumstances, 
both hurt the credit of the ecclesiastics, particularly the Monks, 
and instigated .the King to take vengeuice on them." 

The Chnicb of Aldington (the advowson of which belongs to- 
the see of Canterbury) has nothing remarkable about it, bnt a 
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part of the tower, begun in the year 1 507, and left until the 
present, in am unfinished slate. In (Lis addition is displayed 
« beautifol Bpecimeo of the I^lorid (^otlitc^ a style of architect 
'{are by no means common in tliis district; on ttie rigbt of tli« 
nttrance, is a canopied recess in which the noljr water was 
placed, aiid immediately oyer the entrance, an highly oma. 
iiiental fascia ; on each side of tlie window abote is a well- 
proporbohed niche with canopies, enriched witii crociets and 
finials and groined somts chequered wiili tracery; but this 
display of the builder's taste is confined to the lower part of 
the western front, the remainder of (he steeple bearing no 
analogy lo it. The building, dedicated to St. Martin, 
consists of a nave, one side aislej and two cliancels ; on a 
stone In the north chancel, are the efligiei in brass of Johii 
iV'eddeo^, Gent. knA Maud his wife, as also of t&eir thr^ 
tods and two daughters ; the date 1475. It is worthy of 
remark tliat tfui Xiiiiig was for a snort time held By the fa- 
monV Ebas&us, 'the most learned man of the age in whIcK &• 
liiea.' 

Thtere is an established modus of nine pence per acre on all 
grass (ands in Miis Parish, **in lieu of all tythes wBaterer;' to 
t)rea'K through nbich, there was a suit in 175'4 between Dr.

APPLEDORE. By the Sazemi written ^uldre, and in 
Doomsday,' Jpeldret, takes its name from its low and damp 
situation near the chaanel, which formerly Sowed up to it 
from the Sea. 

*'The sitnatioB of Applederewaa formerly Teiy different from 
what it ts at present, having been in antient time a maritime toitn, 
to which the Sea flowed up, and large fleeta frequently uaTigf- 
tedj but the river Rother, or limene, as it was then calledji 
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lWTiiigloi(g giDce directed its course from this Channel; it ia%, 
tteeD for ages p^t left 4? ^Q^ destitute both of gait ao^ fresh. 
Kater, ani} coTered ^jth pastures and cattle, the stmun of it 
flowing by a far different one into the Sea; the only water ne^r 
i^ at this time being t^e small riralet or dyke, whicii pa&sesbe- 
tjieea the vaala land and the isle a( Oxney, at the e&it end of 
i|hich it now runs, just below Appledore, and eacoinf>«sshig 
t^e easten) side of that island, where, thoogh an incousidersbl* 
s|l«am, it Ukes the name of App'cdore channel, and pa^fing thf 
lyhite Kemp Sluice^ flows into Rye haren, where it ni9etB ths

■qe^rly as King Qenry the First's time; and tbei;e Ijappened,, 
o^e not long sfterwards, wl^it^ i^ mentioned both by, Mathew, , 
P^nsand AYestminst^r. The former in his relation of thi^ tL- 
o^t r^ and fermept of the Sea in 1250, an4 the) innnda- 
tions consequent, says, that at lyinchelsea. above three hundred' . 
Qouses and spme Churches, were by its^vlolencc; prertumed; 
bift the very year in which this change of cours.e happened,' 
aspesrsto have b^eain the fifteenth of Edward the E'ir^t, i^e»,,. 
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u Camden says^ the S«a, raging %ith the violence of winds, a>- 
TCrflowed this tract, making A drcad^ol dcstrnction 6 f Peo- 
ple, Cattle and Hruses, caused this riTet to Tor^ke its old' 
channel, and opened a new and nearer way, as at present, into 
the Sea a( Rye. And though every means were used afterwards 
by frequent commissions to xiew and see to the repair of thes* 
broken Walls, yetby fufuretempests, (onein particular of which 
happened in the eighth year of Edward the Third), all thoughts 
of the river's ever returning to its old channel, seem to have 
been given np ; and three years afterwards, the King by his 
letters patent granted this old trench or channel, leading from' 
an arm of (he Sea, called Apledre, towards the town of Roniene, 
to the different owners of the soil, with licence fortliem to ob- 
struct, dam, and stop it up, as it had by reason of the sands and 
other matter flowing in, been so filled np, (bat Ships could not 
pass by it ; and reciting that there was another trench leading 
from the said arm to Remene, lately made by force of the Sea, 
by-which Ships passed to that Town, as they had before used to 
do by the former one, and was more proper and sufficient." 

"Whilst the river continued navigable to this Town in its an- 
tient state, the Danes, in the time of King Alfred, anno 803, 
with an intent to plunder this Country, entered the month of 
it, and went up this Channel with a fleet of two hundred and 
fifty sail of' Ships as high as Appledore, to which at that tima 
the Weald, or great forest of Andred, extended itself east-' 
ward. There are strong appearances remaining to support this 
opinion ; and that (he tract of land called the Dowles, in tha 
south east partof this parish, nearer to Romney, wasonceco-' 
vered with Wood ; among others, that the Dean and Chapter of 
Canterbury have a parcel of land in the western part of the 
Dowles, which are said in the records to that Chnrh to lie in 
Appledore Wood; and (hat at the depth of from three to six 
feet, there have been frequently found in different parts of (hia- 
tract of land, oak leaves, acorns, bircb„ and willow, and (he^ 
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■ttlks of braket, &c. in high prei^rration, and likewise lai^ 
tV«es«rvari6Ui kinds and stses lying in different direction*, and 
Mmettmes aCrOBi one aaother; and what is worth obBerration, 
Aey appeir to hare been Cut down with ankxeor thaip instra* 
tnent, and not with a saw; BtN>ng proofa that these Dowlea 
were onCe part of th« forest befoM mentioned, and corered 
with trees knd wnod.** 

"At Appledore the Danes intreitched fhenlBeltes ontht acite df 
K small half'bnilt fort, Inhabited by a few hoofs, which the;^ 
demoIUhed, together *ith the villd^, and built one of a lar- 
ger size and strength, and k^pt their rendetrons theiV for sotiM 
time. What l>e«aine of this cMtle afterwards, I do not find 
hot it is probable that it was ntined by the Freneh in ISSO^ 
who then burnt this town, and tradition reports, that on ths 
tains of this Castle the present church was built ; and the sita* 
•tion of it renders it rery probable.'* 

*'The soil 1/ Iki) parish h tor the greatest part moArish, bog< 
gy, and fenny ; though some of the upper or northern part of 
It is sandy, with some coppice wood on it. It Is about two 
^es and a half in length, and about two (n breadth. 

Th« vttlsge is situated very loWf closA to the mar' 
ihes in the Boatbem part of ft, near a qaarlei" of a mil* 
from the eastern part of the isle of Osney, with th« 
thiircti standing cloSe on the eastern side of it.

tbat. castle in capite b; barony. A court baron is stilt held foe 
this Manor, and a heriot is paid on the death of a tenant, of 
Qie best lire beast. 

The church, of Ashurst was anciently esteemed as an appen- ' 
daj;e to the Manor, and continued attached to it until the 
reign of Jan^s the First, when Richard Earl of Dorset,

Richard the Second. Id this state the appropriation (together 
with the adrowson of the tI carafe) eontinoed ontil thesDppre&> 
■ion of the Priory in the reign of Henry the Eighth, when they 
passed into the hands of the crown, and there remained 'tilt 
-the 34th -of that reign, when the King granted this rectory 
and advowson to Sir John Gage, to hold in a^e; who t\ie* 
nated thero shortly after t« Sir Thomas Gnldeford, and witfc 
his descendants they continued, ht like manner as Hemsted, 
Hill they passed by sale with that manor to Hiomas Haltet 
Hodges, Esq. whose sen is the present proprietor of diem. In 
the cemetery here, an honorable and jtist tribnte to the. memoiy 
of John Dean, late stewanf of T. L. Hodges, Esq. has Iteen 
paid by that gentleman ; the memorial itself is only remaric* 
able as differing essentially from what we usnally see In stick 
places, where truth and propriety, Bnfertanately, are but 
seldom found. Instances of absurdity in compositions of tbfa . 
kind are neither rare or confined to any one district or county ; 
they are to be met wi^ in all, and were we to set aside All that 
are wanting ]n iT-ontmar, tetite, ortrulk,'^ but few woold M& 
main.

It is sincerely to be regretted that some expedient has not 
bither^ been adopted, to restrain the efTusions of our village 
poets within the bounds of decency and common sensei . 
surely it cannot be matter of indifference whether these reposi* 
tories of the dead, become the scenes of serious meditation or 
of boisterous mirth; but that they are, generally speaking, 
calculated to excite the tatter rather than the former, cannot 
lie disputed. 

As an argument in favor of the salubrity of these parts, 
there are now living (May 1813) in this parish, 50 persons up- 
wards of 70 years of age, 34 above 80, and 3 who have 
passed their 90th year. 

BETHERSDEN contains about 4000 acres of land, b situ- 
ated southward of Pluckley and at no great distance below the 
^oarry hills.. It is wholly within the Weald'. The general 
appearance of the country about Beth«'sden is by bo mean* 
pleasing, the dtuation is low, and the land for the most part 
flat^nd unvaried; the soil generally a stiff miry clay, not nn- 
productive under good management, but of expansive culture.

bonrhood, and or the weald generally, is the mwllnetB of thA 
enclosarei, and this eril is not likelj to be reinoTed wbile the 
ftrms themselves remain of snch limited extent. In no part 
of England is landed property so moch and so tnfntUel^,. 
diTided as in the county of Kent; this circnmstance though it 
nay be prodnctire of indiTidual benefit and advantage,* is ne. 
vertfaeless a public grievance in some respects ; tending to 
dimimsh the gross produce of the land, and to the encourage- 
ment of a greater number of draught horses, than would, under 
other circumstances be necessary. The bye ways in this neigh- 
bourhood, are but little improved since tiietiine HattedwTotfif 
but the turnpike road from Tenterdea through Bethersden to 
Ashford, has undergone a considerable change for the better ; -. 
it is now a hard sound road, and passable with equal safety and 
comfort at all seasons. The followbg observations by Hasted, . 
may serve to shew the improvement made in it vi^ip thue 
few years. "The turnpike road (he observes) from Tenterden 
to Halden, crosses this parish over Bull Green, round wl^ch 
there is a hamlet of houses, towards Great Chart, and tbepce. 
to Ashford north-eastward; but this road from the natoral ■' 
depth of the soil, and its never having liad any improvement ' 
made on it since the tmst has been created, is, like that part of 
it at Smarden before described, hardly paisabie without Ibe - 
greatest danger, during the wintw months; indeed there Is it 
Gtnueway, of the greatest use for the safety of travdlen, along ■■ 
tte side of it throughout this Parish."

Bethersden abonnds with a grey turbinated Marble simitar 
i» that dog at Petworth in Sussex, and which formerly was m^ob 
in request for tbe ornamental parts of tbe religions and domes- 
lie ediiees thronghent the county. The ohimney-piecei In Aa 
best apartmants and the tombs and monnments of tbe princ^iU 
people were usually composed of it ; and in the Cathedrals of 
Roc4iester and Canterbury this marble abounds, a proof of tliA 
ta^ estiBmtioa in which it was onoe held, though now from ad 
Alteratien ia'tbe public taste, or some other cause, it is but lit* 
tie used. It is hard, and durable, (if dug In its perpendlcvla* 
•tale) and admtts of a l^h polish. 

Id the padsh of Bethersden Ues tbe manor of Oi-vSuaBxNDXNf 
•o called from being the more airtient seat of the Suireoden 
fcnrily, (who were owners here as early as the time of King 
John,) by one of whom, this manor wa» alienitfed to Cardinal 
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Archbidio{i Kemp, ia the reign of Henry the Sixth. It after'* 
wuds passed through Tarions families to Philip Qiaute Esq.. 
itantUrd bearer to Henry the Eightb, at the siege of Bontt^oe,. 
and wlio, for his gallant conditct, bad araigned to him a cauton. 
to his autient coat, of the like bearing as on the staodudL 
This estate now belongs to Geo^e Best, Esq. of Cbilston. 

The manor of Bethersden, or Bethebsdek LovELi.CB, a«it> 
was afterwards called from a family of that name, was in eari^ 
times. a possession of the Grerutedif of whom Henry de Gran- 
>ted was a man of eminent repute in the reigns of tldward th» 
Second and Third. He sold it to William Kinet, G«at. whq 
in the forty first of the latter reign, agaia conveyed it by sal^- 
to John LoTslace, "who here (says Fhillipot) erected that struc-t 
ture, that for so many, descents hath borne the name of this 
family, which was the seminary or seed-plot from wbea«e ^ 
race of gentlemen issued forth, who have, in military afiaifs, 
atcbieved reputation and honor, with a prodigal loss and 
expense both in blood and life; and by their deep judgmm^ 
in the municipal laws, hare deseired well of the common- 
wealth; Biul as by their extractimi they are descended frow 
Doble &miliea, so from hence have sprang these of Bayfcurd^ 
in SediBgboum and Kingstown, with the Eight - Hon. Lord 
Lovelace, of Hurly, and other gentlemen of the stnn in 
Berkshire. But, alaal thismagsion is now tike a dial wh«t

Fbitkot as it is corruptly called ^&« fW(/f arm, is a mft* 
nor in the northern part of this parish, but only worthy of 
note, as t^e estate from whence the greater portion of tixt 
fietbeisdeu marble has been obtained, and which most pec^-*- 
tiarly abounds with it. This estate is .now in the posBassipn,of 
Williao^faldwin, Esq. of Harrietsbam.

- The chord (dedicated to St. Haboaekt) consists of three 
•isles and three cbancels, haring a tower steeple, with . a 
beacon turret. In it are several brasses of the Lorelaces, I7 
Bne of whom, William LoTelace^ a mercer and merchant ad- 
Tentnrer of London, a chantry chapel was built here on the 
north side of the dioncel, about the 58th of Henry the Sixth. 
Aipoi^ the other sepulchral menorials, is one for Sir Cieoige 
Chonte, Bart, who died in his 58th year, in Fehmary 1731, 
and i|everal for the .family of WuHerden; as also for th« 
Dynet, ancestors of those of Milton, Rochester and Malliog, 
in this county ; and of the Hultet, formerly proprietors o( 
Lorelace manor. 

The vicarage house, which was built of timberand thatched^ 
was burnt donn in 1669, and rebuilt of brick, as at present^

President of Car- 
pus Chiisti College, Oxford, highly distinguished by his theo- 
logical writings; George Randolph, M. D. of Bristol, and 
Francis Randolph D. D. principal of Alban Hall, Oxford. 
To the aboTe distinguished persons of this family deceased, 
' may be added the present Lord Bishop of London, Dr. John 
Randolph (son of Dr. Thomas Randolph before mentioned) 
successively canon of Christ Church Oxford, and reg^us pro- 
fessor of diTinity; Bishop of Oxford, anno 1780; of Bangor

Thb Manor op Wachehsxm within the borough of that 
name, was among the earliest possessions of Battle Abbey, and 
probably annexed to it, on its foundation in the time of the 
Conqnerer : In the reign of Henry IV. it was held by 
Thomas Bric^enden, as appears by a deed in the archives of 
the abbey 'wherein the abbot and convent acknowledge to have 
received four pounds of Thomas Brickenden, for his ferme of 
their manor of Wachen^enne.' — Thomas Law Hodges, Esq. 
of Hemsted, is the present owner of this manor for which a 
coivt leet is still held. 

In this parish, are the hamlets of Stamden, Wosenden-

It is under the roa- 
nsgemeat of feoffees, and subject to the Visitation of tiie 
Archbishop of Canterbury, but "for want of this interpou- 
tion/' says Hasted, "this endowment has been much abuseo, 
«nd the whole of it is now made a sinecure. It is howerer 
4»ut justice to observe that the present state ot this school doct 
not answer ihe description giren of it above^ for Inside the

This monsternas bom in Scotland, and Hi appearanccsn^est- 
ed the idea of twins fortuiloosly conjoined in the womb, onited at the navd 
into a common trunk, and terminating below in (he limlis of a male; bn( 
disparted above into two bodies, distinct and proporttoned ia all (heir part), 
each endued with sepaiate memben, asd animated each by a aepaiale ia> 
telligence. Tbcir sensations were cooiuon irhen excited in Ibe.Joini ot 
inferior extremities; pecaliar to one, and nnfelt by tbe other, wben:pr»- 
duced on the particolar body of «ther. Their perceptions were dWerent, 
Ibeir mcDtal aSbctiona ioconnected, their wills IndepeniUot, at tlnei dis- 
cordant^ and again adjusted by mntual conceffiion.

at the bottom of the hilt, one meadow alooe diviiUiig tt from 
' Romney Marsh, the proximity of which can add but little to 
the salubrity of the air of Bonnington. Not far from the crosi 
is a small forestall, with Bereral houses round it, and north- 
ward is BonningtoQ Common oier which the road leads to 
Aldington Corner where the quarry-stone begins. The south> 
em part of this parish is within the level of Romoey Harsh, 
the bounds are at the foot of the hill just below the church, as 
abote described. There used to he a court leet holden here 
Tor the boroughs of Bonnington and Hamme, at which the bars- 
holders* of those boroughs were elected, but it has been dis- 
continued ever since the middle of Queen Elizabeth's reign, 
only the memory of it remains, by a large oak standing on the 
highway where it used to be held, and from thence called 
the Law-day oak. 

The manor of Bonnington was, soon after the conqnest, 
part of the possessions of Hugo de Montfort, and is thus en- 
tered uoder the general title of his lands in the record of 
Domesday:

Set alto Hume'' Englaad, vol, I. Alfred, 
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held it of King Edaard, and it maa taxed at one tuting, (sotg- 
Ung)* the arable land iifour carucates.^ In demesne there u 
one, and nine villeins, with four borderers (bondsmen) hosing 
two carucate*. There it a churdi, eight teman/Sf (minister*) 
and wood for the pannage of eight hogt. In the time of King 
Edmardthe Confessor it was worth four pounds, and afltrwarde 
three pounds, now one hundred thiUingi. 

Ou the Tolantary exile of Robert de Montfort, grandson of 
Hugh abore mentioned, in Henry I. reign, tliis manor, among 
the rest of his estates, fell into the Kill's hands as an escheat 
and afterwards became part of the possessioni of the Koiglit'a 
hospitallers of St. John of Jemsalero; the prior held it by 
Knight's serrice of the caitle of DoTer, being part of those 
lands which made np the barony called the contlabularia. 
This nianor was afterwards dirided into two parts, one of 
which, acquired the name of Bonntn^on, alias Singleton, and 
the other simply the manor of Bonnington. Sir Thomaa 
Lombe, Alderman of London died possess^ of it in 1739, 
leaTing two daughters his coheiresses, the one married to Sir 
Robert Clifton, and the other io the Earl of Lauderdale. It 
was Sir Thomas Lombe who introdnced into this kingdom . 
from SaToy, a most curious machine for working Italian or- 
ganzine silk, for which he obtained a patent in 171S, and in 
1732 had a reward of 14,0001. granted him by parliament.—

The mnor house of Boctoa was huilt by tl«bert CorbiP, 
Esq. father of the Sheriff of that uue, In the Sth year of 
Rinhatd II. who had obtained of Edward III^ a license to 
embattle and fortify his mansion at this place. By marnaga 
with Joane, daughter of the sheriff, this estate was Carried to 
Nicholas Wotton Esq. twice Lord. Mayor of London, "whose 
descendants" says Hasted ''flourished in this parish for many 
generations afterwards; and for their learning, fortune, and' 
hmors, at times when honors were really such, may truly bo 
■aid to hare been ornaments to their country In general, and to 
thts county in particular." But this place has become chiefly 
eelebrtttfld'as the birth place of the accomplished Sir Henry 
WottAn, whose life, written by Isaac Walton is attached to the 
Reliqula JVottoniOnie. tn this work, speaking of the family 
generally, he says. "The Wottons were a family that brought 
forth diTers persons eminent for wisdom and valour. Whose ' 
heroic acts, and. noble employments, both in England and in'

On the hill where the village stands, it is of the former descrip< 
tion, which is continued mostly over the northern parts of the' 
parish and towards Horsmonden green; and the remainder a 
heavy tillage soil, but not unfertile. 

This parish is for the most part skirted irith woodlands} 
which as well as the hedge-rows ttill contun no inconiider- 
able portion of fine thriving oak. The great and rapid en- 
crease in the value of timber of late years, has very much 
reduced its quanti^, and whatever might have been the case 
fonnerly, there are but few estates now that can be said to

At MatJield-green, about a mile westward of 'the t?!!^, f*

The manors'of Bkckcitlet and Cniots, the former of 
which was part of the possessions of the noble family of

•nd Hertford; andtke latter, in the time of Henry III. la Um 
potsessiAn of a family of the same name; were TtoOt atienated 
in the 20th year of Queen Elizabeth by WilUam Sydnor^ the 
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tbeu proprietor, to William Lambarde, Esq. or Greenwich, (tlie 
perambulator) ia whose descendant MoultoD Umbarde, Eiq. 
of SerenoakB, these maaors are now vested. 

Thc Manor or Mascilu, formerly MareicalU, with it« 
two appendants Copobove and Chekeswe!.!., are situate^ 
Bear the northern boundary of the parish. 

thejirti, ill the reign of Edward II. was owned by th^ 
family of Colepepper and held of the Lord Hugh de Audley, 
' a$ of bis honor of Tunbridge, by the sertice of paying yearly 
at bis larder eiglU kogt and a haff, value ^fifteen s/nlling*. 

CopcaovB, (tbe eecond) was in the possession of a family 
«r the same name from which descended Jobn Capgrove or 
Copgrore, the famons friar eremite of St. Augustine, S. T. P. 
of Oxford, and afterwards provincial of his order in England. 
The extraordinary talents of this man secured him the patr», 
nage of Humphrey Duke of Gloucester, nnder whose auspices, 
his works were puUisbed; he died at Lynn in Norfolk in 
I484.(Tau. Bib. Brit. p. 1&3. andSter. Mon. toI. II. p. 219). 

About the time of Edward I. or early tn the reign of his suc- 
cessor, the owners of CopgroTe became also possessed of Chekcsi- 
veil, wbich subsequently were part of the possessions of th« 
ill>fated Edward, Quke of Bucl(iagham, executed for high 
treason in the reign of Henry VIII. soon after whose attain* 
der these manors where granted to John Lyghe, who. di>4 
ariied of thran in the 15th year of that reign. , 

. FAUBOca another manor, was formerly an appendant to that 
9f W«st Mailing, giren by Gondulph, Bishop of Rochester, 
la the 4th year of William Bi)fus, to th^ beqedictine nunnery 
founded there by him about that time. This manor afterwari^ 
t^ exchange became tba prppertjr of Archbishop Cranmer.*

John Cramer Roberfsi 
of Glassenbury, and the other u vested in the proprietor 
of Broad-Oak, John Hooker, Esq. 

Beside the aboTe, are the manors of Stocks-hill and Stud- 
more, and that of Catlets alias Salmon. 

The Church, consisting of a nare, side aisles and transept, 
is dedicated to All Saints, and contains sereral notices of the 
families of Roberts and Courthope : there is also a neat and 
appropriate mural monument on the north side of the nare to 
one of the Harpers of Broad Oak; and an inscription for Eli- 
zabeth, wife of George Fane, Esq. of Tudely, date 1366. 
This was formerly but a chapel to the church of Yaldlng, with 
which it was given, *in pure and perpetual alms,' to the Pri- 
ory of Tunbridge, by Richard de Clare, Earl of Hertford, toge- 
ther with the manor of Barnes, still appendant. The present 
patron is George Courthope, Esq. in whose family it has con- 
tinued several generations.

it is obscurely situated in a woody tract and but of «inall 
extent ; its surface for the most part low and flat, abonndio j 
with ponds, and watered besides ou the east and west by two 
■mail streams, which fall into the Medway opposite to Iladloi^ 
and at (he distance of about three quarters of a mile from each 
other. The church or rather chapel stands on a gentle rise near- 
ly in the center of the parish, and about a mile south of the rireFi 
the surface soil of this small eminence is light and friable, oQ 
R substratum of sand stone, and the rest, or low grounds, a 
deep micy clajr, the hedge-rows broad, and filled with spread* 
ing oaks. On the south, it is bounded liy the parish of Pem- 
bury and the soulh-fritli woods, and on the north by the rlTer 
Medwsy which divides it from Iladlow. 

Hashed observes, it is a .place "but little known or freqnenr" 
ted," and further that owing to the number of large spreading 
oaks, it is exceedingli/ gloomy. These remarks are not wide 
of the truth, tbo' it must be confessed tliat some little 
improvement has taken place in its general character within 
uiese leW years ; and if the gloomihcss of its appearance is to

tinder this ffiSadvftntage; but tlie fact is, that Capel, and 
mdeed the Weald generally, is rather more objectionable on 
aeconot of the smallness of its enclosures, which commonl|> 
aie. too -coafiaed^ either on the score bf beauty or profit.

Thecbapel (dedicated to St. Thomas a Bkekt) iiaanall 
bomelf buildiag, poiaenivg little to attract attention. The 
Ifpdy of it wu wholly rebuilt of bricit not many years rincSj 
but the chancel rema^iH nearly in Ita origiiuil atete and posses, 
■es evident claims to antiquity; at tbe west end is a tpwer^ 
having a small spire on it. "Hie church-yard contains one of 
the latest Tew trees m the county. 

The rectory ofCapel, with the chapel belonging to it, was 
antiently part of the posseisiona of the Knights hospitallers, 
by whom it was annexed to ftie jurisdiction of their preceptoiy 
of West Peckham.

views fivM' it on either tide are comparatively exteDsive^ ahd 
thottgta the fareicape is not ridt in wood, or embeiiibhed witk 
my Etriliing objects of art, the scenery is not void of intcreit 
or picturesque beauty. According to tradition ^is. place was 
once of mach greater eitest and coitsequence ; and fron its 
decay the now flourittiiDg town of Ashford, Is i^d, to. owe 
its origin;* though were it not for the tnditloD, wUchforte 
honor of Chaet has been tfaaa carefully pmetved, we should 
naturally be led to fortn a very contrary conclusion.

ted by the general badness of tbe roads. As an intprovement, 
in this latter respect, a private road has lately been made by 
Mr. Streatfietd, from his house to near the village of Pens- 
hurst, but this though of great importance to the proprietor of 
High- street-house, and to those who may have the privilege of 
making nse of it as a carriage way, or even bridle road ; is 
but of little consequence to the public who have merely the 
right of footway.

Front hence, tb« woollen trade has been renored into ^^ 
northera and wertOrn parta of the kingdom, and the only mtnua 
l^bires now carried on here, are two of coarte. dotha and 
kop-baggiog, and a manufactory on a coatraotedicale of won* 
ted. The town of Cranbkdok, or as it was originlly spelt 
CroTiebrookey prollably derived from a small riTulet called fte 
Crane, flowing through the lower part of it, is* centrical ly si^ 
taated within the Weald, and from this peculiarity of Bitiiation i^ 
become also the center of itt trade ; which, con^dering iti inland 
lituation is by no means inconsiderable... It consists prindpally 
of two streets of considerable lengtli, qteeting at right angles, 
with a neat oetagoaal martet-hovse at thdr junction, lately 
erected at the sole expence of William Coleman, Esq. to whose 
considerate liberality this place is already much Indebted. Be- 
side a numbet' of good shops in atmost every branch of trade, 
it contains serenl respectable private houses^ and four places

Sereral helmets, bann«n, Jkc. of tke IloBnnt' of Glasiena 
tniry are tnspended in the cbancet; and betweenthe nare and 
south aisle stands the insulated pyramidical monument of the 
Bakek family. Near this last, a simply el^ant tribute to 
tke memory of the late Charles Nairn, Esq. of Milkheuse, 
has been pntup; and against tho same pier, a memorial offap* 
tain Barwell Adams of his Majesty's LT.

Against the wall in the north aisle is k 
tablet to the meroory of tbe Rev. Joseph Disney, A. M* 
vicar of Cranbrook and Appledore, who died August tho 3d 
1777, aged Si: " having been respected as a gentleman, dit> 
tinguisbed as a scholar, and esemplarf as a clergyman," at 
also of his wife Ann, daughter of Mr. Ross, of Barbadoes, 
And their eldest i«n, the Rev. Matthew Disney, B. D. who 
. *'having proved himself worthy of such parents died March 
tbe 9th 1768aged 37.** Beside the above are those in memorj- 
of Abraham and Sarah Walter, and of their daughter Sarah, 
wife of Robert Cox, Esq. of Cheltenham; as also of John 
Scott, Esq. &c.— On the 2d of July 1735, while the bell wai 
tolling for prayers, a part of this chnrch fell down, by which 
damage was occasioned to the amount of 33761. 13s. 6d. and 
an interruption of tbe service for upwards of six years.

JDKNBRIDGE which tahes its name from the river Eden,

The Tillage stands on the road 
Troni Westerham to East-Grin sled, tnd at the distance of a> 
bout five miles from the former. It contains but few good 
lionseSj and but very indifferent accommodations for the tra> 
Veller; the buildings in general are mean, and irregular, and 
Hie road throaglt it, contracted and dirty. Indeed the rillage 
ts in perfect unison with the general aspect of the parishf 
which is cheerless and forbidding. To counterbalance these 
defects, it has the reputation of being Wealthy, and the 1an,d 
,Tor the most part remarkably rich and productire: Hasted 
wys, ^'whaterer it may want in pleasantness is made up br 
liealtfa, fertility of soil, and its many toCal advantages' equal> 
ly profitable %oth to the landlord and' occnpier.''' 'Beside th'e 
tillage of Edenbridge, this parish contains the hamleti of 
Marsh-green, Stanfords-end, 'Ifarle-pit-hill, and Medhnrst.

According to the committion of en^tirff in 1850, it ««• re* 
tamed that in Edenbridge there was a pan<Hiage im^wpriatOy 
that the vicarage tytbes were worth Xfl per annum, bat there 
was no honte or glebe land ; and that the vicar of Wcaterham^ 
bad formerly received the tythes, bnt then, the person who 
luppUed the cure there, received them for bis salary ; that the 
chnrch was well situated, and had been a chapel of ease to 
Westerham, (ffWrom,) from which it was almost five n^^les 
dblan^ and from which it bad ever had distinct officers. 

The UDpro|»iatiaB wu at the time of the enquiry in the hand* 
John Streatfield, who farmed the same of the hrin of 9Ai Ed- 
ward Gresham at the rent of fifty pounds per annum. 

In the church are several monuroeots and memorials of the 
former inhabitants of this place, aaoi^ which, the first in point 
of antiquity is that to the memory of John Selyaid, whos* 
eiligy la brass, with a black letter inscription the date liM, 
b on the north side of the altar. 

EGERTON. The village and church of F^erton arc plea- 
(antly ^tuated on the range of Quarry bills, which form the 
northern boundary of this district, from which a wide expanse 
of rich and varied country is presented to the view, the eye 
extending over the greater part of the Weald southward, and 
on the east stretching to the coast. The plerated sitnation of 
the village church, renders it C conitpicnons object, and a pro- 
minent and interesting feature in tite scene from various points, 
while it serves as a termini, or land-mark to the Weald in thif 
quarter. This place and the parts adjacent on the east and 
west, have to boast a dry and fertile soil, a pare air, good 
watCT, and withal a picturesque and pleasant rituation; bift ia 
tliat part of the parish below the hill, the country becomes less

tmall distance from Bedgbuiy: a place worthy of notice, BI 
baling been the antlent inheritance of the family of Twysden,

The chtircb (dedicated to the ViaoiN Habt) Ii a large, bat 
net (u Hasted describes it) a bandsome bnilding; the best 
parti of tbe exteriofy are the east end , and part of the sonth 
side ; but the west end, is shockingly disfigured by an hetere- 
geneoas and nis-iluqwn mass of stone work ; in which how« 
•rer, a paltry and fatUe attempt at elq;ance is perceptible, 
nis tower was erected aboot the year KISS, the former one, 
en which was a tall spire, baring been destroyed by U^t* 
ning, in the night of the 33d of Aognst, 1637; the damage done 
on this occasion to the church antonnted to nearly SOOOI. 
Within the chnrch, the objects most deswring attentioB, ar« 
tte ignres of a man and woman carred In wood, cnrionaly 
habited in the ornaments end dress of their time, with two 
grey-honnds laying at their feet; these are placed in the recess 
of the bow-window in the south aisle, on a tomb of Betheri- 
den martde, at tbe west end of which are the arms of Cede* 
pepper. There are Mreral other monuments, not altogether 
' anworttiy the attention of the cnrioni, bnt which it would be 
needless to describe. The wretched dtmbingt which disgrace 
tbe altar, should bo done away with; they were probably 
intended to farther the purposes of Religion, b«t are admira< 
My calculated to produce a contrary effect: a man mutt be 
gifted with more than common resolution, ornnnsnally stupid, 
who can view these objects with indiSerence.

bridge. Tbx Bobocoh op Hadlow, witbin tte howy of 
Tnnbridge, eont^i the parish of Hadha, with the chnreh, 
except a mtall diitrict in the northern part of it, whidi is in 
the hundred of Litllefield. 

The conntiT' tbont tiadlow is by no meani pleannt, it it ia 
general fiat, low, and In aome parts twampy, tbe endoniTC* 
fnall, and the hedge.row9 broad. Tbe soil towards tlte upper 
pert of the parish is poor, inclining to grarel, bnt the lower 
grounds are fertile prodocing good com, aod esteemed par- 
ticnlarly kindly for hops, of which there are considerable' 
pUntatioBi in the ncighbonrbood ; the giass lands, espedtdiy 
towards the rtrer, are Tery rich, and capable of httlng beaat» 
of the lai^est size. Tbe rimlet called the Sheet, which fiowi 
from Plaxtol by Oienboath, crosses this parish, andmttes 
iriththe Medway a little above Brand-bridges.* The bigh< 
road from Maidstone through Hereworth to Tnnbridge, cross- 
es this parish over Hadlow-common, at the northern boundary 
of it, whence it goes through (he town or Tillage of Badlow; 
between which and the rirer is Fish-hall and Hadlow-place; 
and more eastward the small hamlets of Goldwell-green, Bam^ 
and Mill-street. 

On tbe b«ik of the Medway, at the west isaA of the parish^ 
b a wharf and landing place, called Hadlow-stairs, fortheta- 
£ng and nnlading of timber, coals, and other merchandize.

The tagooTj of diti mftnor was in the time of Bmrf HI* 
claimed by the arcbbiibop of Cuiterbur^ , and in the forty-Mk 
eond year of that reign, an agreement wu entered into between 
archbishop Boniftce and Richaid de Clare, eart of Gloncester 
and Hertford, concerning the castonti and serricei which th* 
archbishop required of the earl, on acconnt of hli possessioas 
in Hantoj kc. when It was required of the earl, thatheshontd 
do homage to the former, the serrice offoor Knights' fees| and 
«nit to his conrt at Canterbury, and that he should be the higl» 
steward of him and his successors at their greet fettt, wheoerer 
It should liappen that the archbishop should be enAroned. By 
laarriagewithadanghterofGilbert, earl of Gloucester, (gnutd* 
■on of the aboTe Richard de Clare), Hugh de Atidley became 
possessed of this manor, and as a further consequence of sack 
Wuriage, was created earl of Gloucester, in the ^erenth yee» 
of King Edward III. dying without male issue, it became tb« 
property of his only daughter Margaret, who carried it In mar^ 
tiage to Ralph Stafford, I.ford Stafford, with whose deseendo 
tnti It remained nntll the 13th of Henry VIII. wben on the 
eiecntion of Edward, Dnh^e of Buckingham f6r high tre** 
■on, hli estates were seized by the crown, and abont thred 
yean afterwards, the manor of Hadlow with other possessions 
of the late duke, were granted by the King to Sir Henr^ 
Guildford, comptroller of his household, to liold by knights* 
■ervice. 

On his death In the twenty-third of King Henry VIII. t&jt 
■Danor reverted to the crown, and in the fourth of Edward VI. 
was granted to John Dudley, Earl of Warwick, after^ 
wards created Duke of Northumberland, and who itt thesereatS 
of the same reign exchanged this and other premises with tt« 
King for lands in several other counties. In the first of Eliia- 
beth it was granted together with the park called Nortfa-f^th 
to her kinsman, Henry Carty, Lord Hunsdon, to hold in

thai rrign, anna 181S, Benedict, bishop of Rochester, kt the pre. 
.natation oftiM prior and brettiren of that hwpit^l, adnHttd

prior and brethren the ancient pension of two shillings yearfy

Ob the Mtabliilnnnit of ttn preceptniy la the tdjoiming 
jnrisb of Wett-PeckbaiD, by tbote Knights, this church wu 
allotted aa an appendage to it; ia which state it continued till 
the general dissolation of thus religionB establishinents ; when 
Ht landi and reveauet were seized by the King. At this tima 
the rectory or panonnge of Hadlow was esteemed a manor. 

The adrowson of this liring is now intfie patronage of the 
Jtev. Philip Honypenny, but a tripartite dirision has been 
made of the parsonage. The Rrst part comprises the manor 
of the rectory of Uadlow, together with a1! boDsei, gtelMB, 
tythet, and other apparteoancei lying in Hadlow-ward. The 
second, consist! of the tythes arising within the ward of 
Stair ; and the third, those that accrue from the ward of Gold* 
well or Colweld. 

HIGH HALDEN. This parish lies north.ea«twanl of 

Tenterdan, and in ancient records was sometimes written 
Hathewolden. The followii^ is theaceonnt given by Horiesf 
of thisfriace. 

" The parish of Halden (says he) is situated very obscurely, 
fn as unpleasant a part as any within thu county; it is about 
three miles long and (wo broad, and has about one hundred 
houses in' it. it is so little freqaented as hardly to be known 
beyond Its own neighbourhood. Ilie Tillage is nearly in the 
centre of the parish, with the church and parsonage close to 
h on the east side. The soil is a deep stiff clay. The turn- 
pike road from Tenterdeu to Bethersden and Ashford, leads 
through it, which as well aa the rest of the roads throughout 
it, ate hardly passable after any rain, being so miry, that th« 
traTeller's horse frequently plunges through them up to the - 
girths of the saddle;* and the waggons sinking bo deep in the 
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tuts, as to slide fttotig ot the lUTe of the wheris and axle of 
tliem. The T«ad> an all ef great breadth, from fifty to sixty 
feet and more, with a breadth of green sward on each side ; the 
hedges being filled with oak treei, whose branches hang oTcr 
to a coulderable extent, and render the soHace near them 
damp, and the prospect always gloomy. In some few of the 
principal roods, as from Tenterdeii hither, tttere Is a ston* 
causeway abont three feet wide, for the accommodation of 
horse and foot passengers; but there is none further ott dU 
near Bethersden, to the great distress of travellers. Whea 
these Toada becMne tolerably dry in summer, tbf^ are plough' 
ed np and laid in a half circle to dry, the only amendment 
they erer have. ' In extreme dry weather in summer, they be> 
come exceedingly hard, and by traJGc so smooth as to seem 
glazed, like a potter's fessel, .though a tingle hour's ni» ren- 
ders them so slippery, as to be very dangerous to travellers. 
The conntry here is low, flat and dreary, and very wet and 
miry, as ii this whole hundred and the country noithwatd of 
it, as lar as the quarry hills ; the farm houses and cottages are 
thinly scattered about, and meanly built of timber and plaister. 
There is a great deal of oak coppice-wood interspersed' 
throughgnt the parish, having many fine ta^e trees of the 
same kind in them." 

After slightly mentioning the three following hoiuaes, U 
formerly of some note, viz. Halden place, BriekUU'imuei 
and Crantoti'lufuse, he concludes with this remark, "and 
there were formerly more gentlemen's seils in this parish, all 
which aro fallen to decay, and there is not one now residing in 
it." To i^eh, below, he adds, *' Edward Jordan, a learned 
phyrician, was bom here, and died in 16S2."

hatfayakein Teplndene, which Norman held of King Edaardt 
and tt was taxed at ha(f a jfoie. There are (aw viUeint teiih 
half a earucale, b mat alisiy/t morth, and it aorlh one bim^ 
dred pence. 

Hugo de Montford, before mentioned, was the son nf 
Thurstan de Bastenberg, a Nonnan, who accompanying the 
Conqueror, was with hitn at the fatal battle of Hastings, and 
for hit services was rewarded witli many lordships in dilTerent ' 
COQntiet, and among them with this of Tependene. Thescits, 
where the ancient mansion stood, is still risible, with a laige 
Dtoat ronnd it, but there has been no bouse on it for a great 
lengfh of time. Sir Edward Knatchbull, Baronet, is the pre- 
■ent owner of this estate. 

' Nortli -westward from the church there is a laige moat, 
which Hasted obserres <* Seems very ancient; but there haa 
never been any liricks, or any other marks of a buildinf 

The rfnircfa (defllcated to St. Mart) consists of two aislei 
and three chancels with an uncouth wooden steeple.at the west 
eqd, cevered with a pointed, lUngled roof. This tower «ree> 
ted Ib t)ie n%« «f Jlenr^ VI. contains five bells. In &t» 
ptaca la la charitjr tchool founded by one of the ITldensand 
endowed with lands situate in the parish of Biddenden under ' 
the goTemment of ten trustees. This jptrish in fai. BeaeJkiO' 
rvm, 1S99, is put down ai a Ticarage; but BiAi^ WilUaMi 
in his map of Cantttrbary, m^^HBi U- a retitoiy. 'Til mlued Is 
the King's books at 191. 4s. 6d. per annum. (Philipott.). 
Has^> layi tt is a rectory, and part of the ancient possessions 
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of the Me of CantertiuTj. It bu fire icrei of glebe land attach- 
ed to it. 

HAWKHURST, situated on ttie tontb side of the Weald, 
b lumiiuided on the north, east and west, by the parishes of 
Cranbrook, Beneaden and Sendhnrat, and bounded on the 
sovtb by the rirer Hotber, (Kent Dyke) which divides the 
counties of Kent and Sussex ; but a sinail part of this parish 
calied HaKlden, lies within the county of Sassn, or rather 
on the south side of the Rother ; a ideriation in tlie course of 
the river, having taken place, on the ereclioa of a new bridge 
•rer it, on the road from Hawkhurst to Hnrst-Green. * 

The Tillage of + Hawkhurst is divided into two parts : t that 
in which the church is situated, called the Moor, and High' 
gatCf (so called from its elevated situation) about three quar- 
ters of a mile distant, standing onthe bigh road from Londoit 
to Rye. 

The litnation of both these spots is particularly pleasii^, 
thou{^ differing materially in character; in the former there 
is an appearance of quiet and repose, which cannot fail of plea- 
ding those who bare the smallest relish for rural retirement, 
while the latter has an air of cbearfniness and gentility, rare- 
ly Observable in places equally remote from laige towns: they

The conTeniencef afforded by a daily post, and tbe pasting 
to and fro of the Rye coach, with tbe advantages ^ good 
sh<q)S, a plentiful sopply of all the necessaries of life, good 
mter, and healthy air, render Hawkhnrst pecaliarty deairabln 
. ai a place of retirement. 

Hie manor of Suntiub, alias Hooehouse, which inclndes 
tie deiiue of Hawkhurst, was anciently esteeioed as an ap. 
pendsge to tke riyal auuutr qf ffj/e, the liberty of which ex« 
tends over the greatest part ofthli parish, and pamed as wdi 
with that manor, in the gift made of It fay William the Con- 
queror, to the Abbey of Battel, at tbe first foundation of it in 
the year 1067. 

In tlie reign of King John, Odo abbot, and the convent of 
Battel, granted by charter, (to which there is no date) to thn 
Owners of the lands in this parish, within th«r liberty of the ma- 
nor of Wye, by the name of bis men of HawUiUTSt, iA« vitte qf 
Jiaukhunt, at a certain rent in money, hens, and eggs. And at 
terwards tbe abbot and conrent, anno 14th Edward I. granted tn 
them, by the name of theirtenants at Hawkhurst, all tlie tene- 
ments there which they held of his fee, in certain dennes therein 
mentioned, to hold at a. yearly rent, reserriog suit to their 
court of Wye from three weeks to three weeks, by. two men 
•sly. 

' In this state it continoed ontil the suppression of this abbey 
in the 30<h of Henry Till, when it cam» with the manor of 
Wye, into the hands of the crown, whence the royalty, with 
the quit-rents at Hawkhurst appendant to that manor, which 
Mill contlbued there, was granted, by the name of the manor 
of Morehouse, with its appurtenances, anno 33d Henry VIII. 
to Sir John Baker, of Sissinghurst, to hold in ct^Hfe by Knight's 
•ertice. HiH descendant Sir Henry Baker, Knight and Baro- 
set, anno 17th King James I. couTc^ed his iutereit in it to 
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Henij' C»Ttry Lord HamdeB, k>rd ot tjbti nunor of Wf e, whleb 
Iitid been granted to his grandftllier* Bf (fee same nnne, by 
* Qaeen Blitabelk, fai her 3d jar. He «M Kftermrdi created 
ViKOvnt Heohford, and Sari of Dover; lomi after which fee 
■old both ae nmiwr of Wye, and this of the denne of Hawl- 
bnrat, alias MoerhoiBM, with thdrappBrtenaiices, toSirTlio* 
nas Finch, l^night and Baronet, of bstweil, who, en the 
doath of kis mother In 1033, ancMeded to thetltlei of Vis- 
-qennt Maidstone aed Barl of WfaKhehea. In hit deacflBdantt 
OKae raanoTs eontineed down to Daoiet, Earl of Wlnchelsea

Thc court baien held for this manor, etill continttes tb be

veserred mite sltU paid to the Finch hmily, wh« are owners 
eftbe royalty, but have no other chum mi ttie property of the

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(St. LaiTTeiice's diy, the patron of the church,) noder a grant 
^m King Edward I. and Kitbnrne mentions another hating 
been kept on the 14tb of February, bat which in his time bad 
been long discontinued. 

Within the parish were tormerXy fire crottet, two alone of 
irhich remaiBMl in Kilbume'i time, which he terms WtUck-hoit' 
MX, and Tery probabty were^o converted, after the refonna> 
tion. These crosses were intended as stimulants to piety, in 
,tbe dark ages of popery and superstition. * 

T^e most considerable poition of woodland in this parishf 
is on the western side adjoining to Goudhnrat, being part of 
Ihe Fryth woods, at present the property of E. J. Curteis, Esq. 
of Windmill-Hill, near Battle. The soil is rarions, genemll^ 
a clay, abounding with marie, but in the northern parts, there 
is a conuderable iwrtioa of saad. The only manufactory car* 
lied OB in this place, is' of worsted, by Mr. B. Winch, who 
toploys a number of hands. 

llawkhurst contains several genteel residences, of which it 
may be expected some notice should be taken. 
> The miMt ancient, perhaps, it ELroRss, which, passing 
throngh the families of X^astleman, Conghurst and Roberts, 
was, in the 13th of Elizabeth alienated by Edmund Roberts to 
Richard Boys, Gent, in which name and family it remained 
upwards of two centuries; but by purchase has become the 
:pK^erty of Mr. Richard Wioch. It gtand;, a small distance 
MStward of the church and is an object of mach piCturesqiM 
Interest ; being analagous with the surrounding scenery. 

A little removed from this, southward, is a substantial re-ji- 
dence erected within these few years by Jesse Grt^on, Esq. at 
a considerable expence. 

And beyond this last is Litlisden, a neat modem fronted

hen>, in which name it contiaued down to John Chittenden, 
Gent, bnt is at present the property and residence of John 
Osborne, Esq. 

Oj^Mwite the church (northward) a small fenteei residenc* 
occupied by Robert Mutter, Esq. 

On the right of the road from the Moor to Highgats stands 
Hall IIoube, for upwards of two centuries in the family ef 
Mercer; but which by purchase in 1663 came into the pouessi- 
»n of Nathaniel Collyer, Esq. and from him to bis grandson 
Dr. Nathaniel Iwirdner* who bting unmarried, bequeathed 
his property at Hawkburat to his sister's daughter and her 
husband Mr. Joseph Jennings, by whose son + it is at present 
possessed. In the appearance and situation of this bouse there 
is much of comfort. 

ToMGS, situated in a retired part of the parish eastward of 
Higbgate, was the residence of Sr Thomas Dunk (whose mu- 
nificent charitable donations liave been before noticed) and in 
whose family it bad been from the commeacement of the fif- 
teenth century. It is at present the residence and property of 
Frederick Wilson, Esq. a gentleman formerly in the East 
India company's service. 

FowLEits, situate at the east end of Highgate, was lately 
possessed by Sir John Brewer Daris, Knight, a descendant oC

At this 
place tbe shock of the earthquake, so generally felt on tha 
IStfa of Janvaiy, 1812, was so violent, as to alans its uh». 
bttants for their safety. 

Besides those above mcntfoned, are several ether respeet»> 
h\« re^^ences, but which we ar* nnable to parlicniarice, ha- 
ving already very nudi exceeded the prescribed linils of thia 
article, Knd as yet taken so notice of the chvrcif ; a material 
object «f eon side ration.

The eeit. front of Hawkhnrtt tAnrch, is unquestionably tb4 
finett pieoe of architecture within the Weald, and well worthy 
the attention of the adninrf of thu ityle of bBUdioff ; tha 
windowB in tha neitb aislat aad aopthev unawdiataly beymad, 
on the same ude, are alto deBeniacef notice. The swiH buili* 
lag at the eait end, which ha* ginn riw t« a rariety of cea^ 
^ecture aaA Tery erreneoai conciaiians, wai most prelMbly n 
em/eHJBMf i bat this^ the aathar ef "a sketch of the bittoi/ 
»f Hawkharst," (publiihed in centiDiwti«B of the Bttliothe* 
ca Topogmphica Britaanlca) might not be diipoied to admit} 
he says, page 7. "The building at the east end^ cannot erer 
haTO been a Cbaki,, as Its dimensions are too small, its sitU' 
a^n precisely against the altar, and no appearance of anjr 
roof; it has most probably been a buiwl place at the time of 
the foundation of the church, witii which it appears coefal^ 
for some great family of the place," ' i 

One of the reasans, asi^goed for its sot having be«t a Cha- 
VU) is eridnitly erroneous, as any person *t all aequidnted 
with the architecture of these times, or Indeed with the most 
cpnmon principles of Iniilding, may camly ntiafy tlmiaelTes ; 
for what purpose, bat that of supportlog the roof, was a set 
9Sy left on a letel with tha enbrasores of the paiapet^ er ot 
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what use Would hare be«n glass in the openings on the lidef^ 
If the top was left nncovered. And again, it is concluded that 
becaose it was precitelif against the altar, that therefore it 
could not possibly, have had any direct communtcadon with 
the church. This observation and the conclnsion which is sup- 
posed to be grounded on it, are equally objectionable. In the 
timet of general ignorance and priestly imposture, it was not 
unusual to leave an interral between the altar and the extremi- 
ty of the e>st end either as a confessional or for some other 
purpose best known to (he priesthood ;* saeh might hate been 
the case in the instance before us, and then, a direct commn- 
nication with the churdi might have been admitted, as probable 
tt least ; but there is no necessity of seeking so far to prove the 
flKt, ttifl former entrance from the main building, being still 
to be traced, though coucealed on the Inner side by the modem 
erections about the altar. The entrance in question was t>a the 
right of the present communion table, and clove on the left of 
Ae external entrance to this saiall building, for notwithsfaiud- 
nig it fs neatly closed with the same materials of which Ute 
building Is composed, yet tiiearcA ttimet are still mnaiRingin 
the wall. The supposition that it has been the burid place 
•f some person or family of note. Is too conjectural to be ad- 
mitted, in the absence of every thing lilie a proof, and though 
tiie fact were established beyond a doubt, it does not in any 
Ueasure militate against (he notion of its having btea a eonfet- 
tional; this indeed appears the only reasonable conclusion, 
and the external entrance to it, rather serves to corroboratfl 
the supposition. 

The windows of this church were formerly filled with much 
curious painted gla«s,i- which was almost wholly demolished^

nearly a. ceatory. before. Ibis fa^bion did not become preraient nutil tbe 
reign of Edward III. 
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during the ciril wus ftad popular coimiDotroas of tbe rixteeotli 
centuiy. Of tbe little that now reioaini, are the mutilated 
4rms of Edward III. and his son, ia the farthest window is 
the north chancel ; and the arms of tbe abbey of Battle, of 
Etcbingham and of Pashley in the first of the three north wii^ 
dow*; the latter being still tolerably perfect. Tbe font wbicli 
■I^ears cbeval with the building, has been well precerred, and 
is a TSry neat piece of workmanship' "In the south chancel 
af tbe church was anciently tbe image of thp Virgia Haryj 
tnd lereral tapers or lights were also in this church, called 
the Beaai-ligbt, the PiscaMight, Judas'^^andles, St. James'- 
light, and St. Lawrence's-Ught ; and over tbe north porch of 
the church is a room, called the treasury;* wherein were de^. 
posited in a chest, sererat antient writings concerning tbe tei^ 
ants of the twelve dent in and near (his parish in Wye liberty, 
and concerning other lands and rights of f lie pariahioaera.'' f 
The principal memorials in the church are those to the menoiy 
of the Boys's; that to Richard Kilburne, the perambalator, in 
the north chancel, and the small client moral mosument tm 
tbe memory of Nathaniel Lardner, D. D. Beside these, in tk« 
niddle aisle, is that to the memory of Sir Thomas Dunk, and 
the brasset for John Roberts, his wife and children, and t* 
which formerly was an inscription in black letter. By the act 
of uniformity in 1662. Mr. Ephraim Bothel was ejected from 
this liring and the incumbents of many benefices in this neigb* 
-bovrbood, were also silenced, as those of Cranfareek, Beneo> 
-deq, Biddenden, Goudhurst, Dunberhunt, HorstBonilei^ 
BolTeaden, Staplehurst and T^nterden. 

Hawkburst is now esteemed a perpetual curacy, and Is in the 
patronage of the dean and chapter of Christ-cburch, Oxfbrd.

"placed nearly in tiK middle of the parish, and is (as Hasted

In the 38ih of H«>>ry IIL tbey procured the grant of a fair 
to be held yearly at this manor. In the 81h year of King 
Richard CI. tlie temporalities of this priory were valued at 
one hundred shillings per ,annun^ and it continued In this 
state 'till the S7th year of Heniy VIII. when an act passing 
for tbe suppression of all such religions houses, whose reve> 
fine* did not amount to the -clear yearly valne of 2001. and

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for giTing them to the King,' this prioiy, the yearly rerc^inev 
of which amounted to no more thaa 601. 13s. Ofd. was snr* 
rendered, with all its lands and possessions, the principal o( 
which lay in this and other parishes, in this county, and in 
that or Sussex, to the King's nse. At which time it appears 
that there was a bonse of friars at Hertford, called Le Trinilye^ 
soboidhtate to this of Motteodmi,* 

The manor of Hottenden and the lands belonging to the 
priory there were part of those given by Henry VIII. to 
Thomas Cromwell, Earl of Essex of whom a biographicat 
sketch haa been before giren,-*- on whose attainder not 
long afterwards, they were again seized by the crown, and 
after his esecution, this manor with the scite of the prioiy and 
aereial lands belorging to it, were granted to Anthony Aucber, 
Gent, of Swinfield. In the time of Charles II. this manor; 
&c was in the possession of Sir Charles Sedley, the poitha< 
mons son of Sir John Sedley, Bart, of Aylesford, who be* 
came noted for his wit and gallantry. He was so much ad< 
mired and applauded, that he became a kind of oracle among 
4be poets ; and no performance was approved or condemned 
till Sir Charles Sedley had given judgment. His works con- 
sist of plays, translations, songs, prologues, epilogues and lit> 
tie occasional pieces. The softness of his verses is characterise 
ed by the Duke of Buckingham, who calls them "Sedley's 
witchcraft ; " and the art of insinuating loose principles in neat 
and decent langDBge is thus ascribed to him by the Earl of 
Rochester,}

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Peter Hmey, arcbdeacoii of NortkMnpton, by bb will ia 
14011, &iq>oiiited his body to be bnried in the choir of the Ho- 
ly Trinity cmiTeBt at Hottenden, where he had made hit 
tMob ; and it ceemi he died in this priory. 

Here alto wai tonnerly a cbantry, founded by John Kenty 
w the 6th year of Edward JV. and called, after the fonnder, 
Kent's Cuantbt. This was mppresied before the 9Mh of 
Henry VIII. and the scite and lands belonging to It granted to 
the Earl of Essex, who soon afterwards exchanged it with the 
King for other premises. In the SSth year of that reign, thC 
■cite of this rappressed chantry, with sereral lands belonging 
to it in Headcom and elsewere, were granted to Sr Anthony 
St. Leger, to hold by Knights' serrice. It is atUl called the 
Chanlrj/ Farm. 

Another manor worthy of note, is SotrraOLMXitBEir, the name 
of which is mentioned in a charter of Offa, King of Mercia, 
dated in 701, by which he gave ^nong other premises SutheU 
ningdon to Christ-church, in Canteriniry. 
. The other manors in this parish, are those of Riibfobim, 
Blechenden, alias Cruttendek, Wispekhawke and Hamt- 
OEK, with the reputed manor of fUlsham. 

The church (dedicated to St. Peter and Padl,) was found- 
ed by <»ie of the family of Colepepper, and the monument 
and arms of the founder still ram^n in the lonth wall of it; 
the latter are carred, oTer tbe west door of the belfry. It 
was formerly among the possessions of the crown, and remain' 
ed so nntil King Henry III. granted the rectory of It, to tbe 
Maison Dieu, founded by him at Ospringe, and the adrowsoB 
to the Archbishop of Canterbury and hii snccesson. The par^ 
•onage of the church of Headcom, together with the manors 
was obtained of Henry VIII. by Bishop Fisher, for St. John's 
Collie, in Cambridge, and it still remdns part of the posses- 
sions of the master and fellows of that College.

HEVER, is sitntted on the western conlines at the Weald^ 
midway between Chidinggtone and Eden-bridge. The village it 
small, and though considerablj' elevated, extremely dirty in the 
winter season. It possesses little, worthy of notice, if we except 
its church, a small and homely edifice (dedicated to St. Peter) 
but an object of much picturesque importance, as contributing 
materially to the beauty of the snrrounding scenery ; the riew 
from the Tillage eastward, is pKrticularly pleasing, and on the 
whole the situation of Hevsr is such, as only to reqnire the 
improvement of its roads, to render it desirable as a place of 
residence. In the church is s stately tomb of dark coloured 
marble, in memoiy of Sir Thomas Boleyn, or rather BalletL 
who died in March, 1538; he is represented by a full sized 
B&As^ habited in the robes and collar of the order of (he Gar- 
ter, with his head resting on a helmet, and his feet on a wy- 
Tern. Here also, are soaie nemorials of the Cobhams, of 
Sterboiough Castle,* in Surry, tbe ancient Lords of this 
manor. 

Ubveb Castle, which is situate id the low grdnnds, east- 
ward of the Tillage, is the only object worthy of particular 
notice if this parish; and has long claimed the attention of the 
curious from the many interesting historical facts appertaining^ 
to it. 

Its situation is far from agreeaUe; though exactly acconKog

Wiltshire and Onnond and btber to the wifortaMte AnnC^ 
this estate becuiM the property of his ion George, Tisconnt 
Rocbfoid, who "uoder pretence of tome biwck crimes acted 
against the majesty of Henry Vill. fell under the ceniiirt of 
high treason," and this estate on his attainder or convictioq 
«as escheated to the crown, and by otbei' purchases was coiu 
ridei^bly enlarged. On the divorce of Anne of C1e*es, these 
lands were settled on her for life, or so long as she should le- 
loain in the kingdnni, at a yearly rent of 931. 13>. a|d. and 
here she principally resided until her death, which happened 
in (he fifth of Mary, by whojp it was granted or sold to Sir 
Edward Waldegrave, Lord Chatnberlain (o the Qneen's house- 
hold. On the accession of Elizabeth, it appears that Sir Ed.^ 
wud Waldegrate was divested of all hit employments, and 
committed to the tower, where he died in IMl. The manors 
of Heoer-cobham mBi.Hever-brocaa, have since passed through 
several families to the Medleys of Sussex, and are at present 
the property of Mrs. Medley of Clapham. 

The inner buildings form a quadrangle, inclosing a small 
paved court; and in the hall, the former scene of festive splen* 
dour, is still said to be (he identical oak table, at which 
Henry is reported to have been often seated. The great 
staircase communicates with various chambers, wainscotted 
with small oaken panoeU, aud a long gallery, having a curi- 
ous anniented ceiling in stucco. The windows of the stair- 
case display several shields on painted glass, collected from dif- 
ferent parts of the castle, charged with the arms and alliances 
ef the Boleyns, &c A small recess, or apartment, opening 
from flie gallery is said to have been occasionally used by 
Henry as a counceUqhamber, though perhaps without any 
flvffident foundation, as considering the nature of his errand to 
Hever, it is not probable he would suffer bnsiness to break Ju 
on his retirement. At the upper end of the gallery is apart o{

HORSMONDEN, whicTi in t>ie TWim Rofentit, is writ- 
(en Horsbundinne, adjoins to Lamberhnrat northwaid, and to 
Goudhunt on the west. 

The diversity of its surface, the underwood, and timber, 
irith which It is ornamented, and the several email strei^ms and 
rivulets, which meander through it in diiterent directions, ren- 
der its scenery particularly pleasing. On the north-east and 
SouAi, it is bounded by two different feeders of the Medway, 
which join (he main river at Yalding ; besides these, there are 
Beveral other lesser rivutets, that unite with the larger stream 
tm the Boufbern side of the parish, called the river Teise. It 
is generally interspersed nith coppice woods, more especially 
«n the north and west sides, where ir(}n ore is found in great 
abundance. The timber in this parish is remarkably fine, and 
sometimes as Ilssted observes, nearly equals in value the free- 
hold of the estate on which it stands. The surface soil on the 
higher lands is light, and friable, generally on a substratum of 
sand stone, and in the valleys and lower grounds, -t is for the 
most part clayey and tenacious, but extremely fertile. 

The greatest length of this parish, is about four miles, but 
its'breadth Is in some ports not more than one, and in the broad- 
est part, does not exceed two miles. The high road from 
Maidstone through Yalding to Lamberhurst and Sussex, rani 
through it nearly in a direction north and south ; and that from 
Wateringbufy over Bnnbridge through Brenchley towards 
GoudhuTst, crosses this parish and the above road, at a small 
green called Horsmonden-heatb, round which a few ordinary 
houses are built, forming the only village witliin its boundary.; 
the principal houses being dispersed singly over different parit 
6t It. 
The parsonage is near the south-eajt isundary cff ib6 ptHsh, 
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Md about a qnartvr of a nlle diitaiit from tin charch ; th» 
roof of this building ii noticed by Harris, who sayi "Tii 
fiMied of knge strong compassing or circular timben, juat like 
the ribs of a ship; and reallj' it looks rerj' mncb like tk« 
boid of a sbip inrerted." And the same author obserres, from 
the circumstance of the tlien rector being only tbe^Jth* in suc- 
cession from tbe dissolution of Monasteries Id the reign of Hen- 
ly VIII, that "it is probably s very healthful place, as before 
I obserred Craubrook in this neighbourhood to have been." 
Without reference to the gronnd of (his remark, it may be ■ 
fairly presumed from the general appearance of its inhabitants, 
■Ad its natural advantages, that the air of this nefghbourhood 
is particularly salubrious, yet something is to be attributed 
to the arocations of the labouring class, husbandry work being : 
here the only employment of the industrious poor. 

The Manor of HoasiioRnEiT was part of the ancient pos- 
sessions of Hte archbishopric of Canterbury, the archbbhop 
holding it of the King in a^e as one Knighfs fee, of whom 
it was again held by the noble family of Clare, Earls of .

in the year, 1414. It was afterwards attached to the priory 
of St. Andrew iu Rochester, where it remained until the dis- 
solution of that society in 1640. In the 33d of Henry 8tb k 
was granted by the King to the dean and chapter of RacbesteT) 
wltlf whom U continues. 

The cburcb lies in a retired sitnaticuLon the decltrlty ofth* 
hill, southward of the manor house, and close to the grounds^ 
through vhich it is approached. It is a neat structure, com- 
prising .a naTe, side aisles and chancel, with s square embattled 
tower at (he west «nd, and exhibits in several parts, some 
specyqens of go»d masmiry.

The Tillage, ctUkd In tin 
neighbourhood Uumton Street, lies on the north haak of At • 
iiTer, dbtaut about & ([uarter of a mile from the chnr^ wbtcb.> 
is. to the west of it: its situation is far from ^jtasfliat, Ijlaf 
low, and subject to the annoyance of floods, yet the place ia

Hattej^>< kuM in' 
diis parish, at six yards 4eep^ a hard floor or strctiio, com-' 
posed of shells, or petrefactions like tbsDi, crowded «li)MCf i

These shells were of the sort called concAtf«f; and KsembUd

the Manok of Huntok was In early times among the pos- 
mrioni «f Chriit chnrch, in Canterbury, of which, it was 
told by Nicholas de Lenham, in the reign of Henry III. who 
ik the 4Iit of that King, obtained a grant of free-marren, a. 
veekly market on Tuesdays, and a yearly hir of fire days, tIz. 
the vigil) the day of the assumption of oar lady, and the three 
racceeding days. By marriage wHh the daughter and heiress 
of William de Lenham in the time of Edward III. the manor 
ot Hnntonirith that of Benstede became the property of John 
de Giffbrd, who i^ppears to hare paid aid for thom in the %lth 
year of that monarch, on whflse death two years afterwards, ' 
these nutnorswiere by. his heirs, alienated to John de Clinton, 
afterwards raised to the peerage, by the title of Earl of Hnnt- 
iqgdon. In his descendants this manor and estate continued 
until the reign of Henry Till, when by Edward Lord Clinton 
they were alienated to Sir Thomas Wyatt; by the rebellion of 
whose son, they' afterwards became forfnted to the crown. 
Qae«n Mary granted them to her attorney general, Kr John 
Baker; since which time they hare been separated; the former 
balongs to Thomas Turner, Esq. who resides on it, and Ben- 
■ted U become the property of Sir William Geary, Bart, who 
has a considerable estate In this parish. 

Inthediurch are some memorials of the Fanes, one an altar 
tomb to die memory of Col. Sir Thomas Fane, lurmounted by ' 
hbbustin -white marble, and opposite to it, another splendid 
monoDieBt to others of the same family. Over the altar * is a 
trftBsparent paintiog of faith, hope and charity, the gift tit ' 
I^rd Geo^e Murray ; and on a slabin theaislesomebraSses, ' 
bet witbout'inscription. Oppo^te the altar is a gallery belong^n^'

The Tillage and chnrch are rather pleasantly situated on th« 
upland, and indeed the whole of that part within tho Weald 
ii pr^enble in point of appearance to sererat other places be- 
fore mentioned, bnt on account of it* proximity to the Marsh 
it must be objectionable on tb« score of bealth. In the wes- 
tern ahd northern parts of the parish, are considerable tracts 
of woodland, but it does not abound with timber. Below tha 
hill on which the church stands and on the south east, are th« 
lemains of some ancient fortificaUons of earth, with abreasU 
work thrown up, and a sm«\l circular mount; and in an ad- 
joining marsh below it, Is another of a la^er siie. 

These are supposed (by Hasted) to hare been thrown up 
during the wars between King Alfred and the Danes, perhaps 
about the year 893, when a dirision of them sailed up the ri- 
ver Limene, or Rother, and entreached thesMelTes in the ftd. 
joining parish of Appledore.*

The general face of the country is nnpleaalng, 
fhe ivadi bad, and the objects of art, so fev and uninteresting, 
that it is by no means surprising, this place should be so little 
kuomi or frequented. Hasted describes the roods as execra- 
Uy bad; 'Hnsomucb (says be] that thvy are dangerous to pas*, 
' except in tbe driest time of the snmmer," and it must t>e con- 
fessed, that eren at tbis time, tbe picture he has drawn do« 
not appear much overcbarged. Tbe soil principally is a de^ 
tenacious clay, and of course for tbi^ greater part of tbe year 
wet and miry, it is interspersed with coppice woods, more es* 
pecially towards the south past, and contains a considerable 
quantity of oak timber. There is no Tillage, the booses stan- 
ding singly, consisting mostly of those attached to tbe differ- 
ent farms, and bere and there an occasional dwelling for ttia 
laborers in husbandry. Eastward of the church, is the Parh 
Home, or manor house of Kingmorth, but the ancient man- 
ri<m, the scite of which Is moated round, stood at some dis- 
tance from the present bniliKng, and appears to have been of 
considerable extent, large quantities of stone having at differ- 
ent times been dug up here, and according to HasTfO, tbe 
■fim^ns of a mosaic pavement hkTe i>een discDvered.* C^ose 
to tbe western boundary of the parish, is the manor house ef 
West Uai.ss, probably nf some consequence ia former times, 
as a causeway wide enough for a carriage, led from hence 
through the court lodge farm towards Shadoxhurst, Wood- 
chnrcbj and so on to Balden, remains of which are often 
turned up in ploughing the grounds.

The greater portion of this parish, lies in the adjoining cenn< 
ty of Sussex, the tw6 counties being here separated by one of 
the principal tribut&fy streams to the Medway, which rising' 
ID Waterdown forest, crosses this parish in a direction neariy 
east and west. The Kentish part, or that which lies on the 
north of the str^m Is about two milea across in extent, and

The woods 
in this and someof the neigUtouring parishes abonndgenenlly 
witb iron ere, and nntil within these few yean, ftenacM for 
veiling' and mannfacturii^ the ore, baie lieen in use here; tlie, 
last of these, was that k^wn I^ the name of the Uunberburat 
or Giouceiter famace, the latter name hating been given to. 
tt, on occasion ef a riait made here, by tlie Duke of Gloi^cet-. 
ter (son of Qaeea Anne) in the year 1GS8. At this, funiace 
great qnantities of cannon, as well for the use of gOTeroment, 
as the merchants, bare been cast, besides backs for stoves, &o., 
bar-iron has also been worked here, and it is worthy of nota^ 
that the iron railing which encompasses St.. Paul's cathedral 
ijraa cast at this place : accordiog to the fofaace books, tfdt, 
railing with the gates (seven in iHmber) weighed two ba»> 
dred tons and «ghty one pounds, and. cost the sum of 
11,2031. Oi. Bd. This furnace, though much business wasatr 
times done at it, was nerer a reiy profitabLe one^ and latterly, 
nfiat from the increase in the price of timber hare yielded lk|l» 
or no advantage ta the proprietors. When this nsdertaUi^ 
was comnenced, the average price of oak timber did not e3>r 
feed 30s. per ton, and that extentive competition wUdi ths 
system of canal navigation has fortunately introduced wur 
then unknown and unthought of. The first project of this 
kind in Eoglan^ was that of rendering the Saniut brook or 
river, navigable from the Mers^, up its three branches, in tli«'' 
year 1756, a period of nearly sixty years subsequent to the 
establishment of the above concern, and, to this •obtg^ nutad.

and on the whole tbere are few ptacei In this ndgbbourhooA 
where nature has done more,, or art lest. 

TheMAJioBorrefwlMfMAManof Hodleigh, lies on the wec^ 
tern side of tbb parish, and was anciently attached to the col^ 
kgeof St. Peter, at fJngfield, in Surry, suppressed in the r^n 
«f Henry VIIL and which in tbe 38th year of that reign wat 
granted to Thomas Cawvden among other premises belonglif 
to tbe college, to hold iK ctfite by Knight's semice. , 

In thia pariah, but in the county of Sassex, is Scotnct Cas- 
tle, and maii9r, the residence and property of Edward Huis<iy» 
Esq. This estate formerly belonged to a family of the samQ 
name, one of whom Walter de Scoteni, held it in the reign of 
Benry III. and wai a person »f no small account, for be held 
foarteen Knight's fees and a half of Alice, Countess of Gwe^ 
in Sussex; but being found gnilty of poisoning EUcbard Earl 
of Glouceater, and bis brother, William de Clare, hewa^ 
4rawQ tfaroagh Winchester to tbe gallows, and hanged. Tw^ 
good riews of this still interesting building may be seen, in

This immense estate, 
wHh tbe recent additions to it, b said to encompass tn area of 
seven and twenty miles in clrcnmferaice. It is the property 
of the BUrquis Ounden. 

The church (dedicated to St. Mabt) stands a little removed 
ftwa the CoiiBT-i:oDC£, and seen from any point is a pieuii^ 
object, it has a tower and spire, which coatribate mnch to 
llrighten the tnteieat of tbe scenery in this neighbooriiood, and 
though it hat to boast of no parUcnlar claims to arcbitectnial 
beanty, it will not be seen without pleasure by the artist, or 
passed without some notice by the most indifferent.* In the 
porch of it lies the body of one Lindridge, who lived in a 
house adjacent, and who madea stone causeway here, which 
has been called after him. The advowson of this living waa 
given by Robert de Crevequer to the prior and convent of 
Xeeds about the year 1137^ hut the vicarage of this church 
was not endowed until about the year 1448. After the gen- 
erri dissolution of monasteries the appropriation and advowsoa 
of the vicarage were by King Henry VIII. in bis 33d year, 
lettled on the dean and chapter of Rochester, where they 
both, remain.

Sir John Canewce, patron of the chiirA of Lelgb, Richard 
Canewce, rector, and Aland de Rob, yi&r of i(, granted ta 
Sir Thomas de Penshurst and bis heirs, with the consent of 
Benedict, Bishop of Rochester, a fr^e chapel for eretwithiv 
his manor of Penshnrst, yet within the bounds of this parish, 
to be served by its own proper chaplain, the said Thomas and 
his heirs, paying yearly two pounds of wax to the cfanrch of 
Leigh, as an acknowledgement at the rights of the mother 
Chttruh} and the said Sir Thomas Penshnrst tot himsetf and 
his heirs, at the same time graitted to the said church, all the 
tenths of his ftsheries belooging to the pool of his railt of Pens- 
hnrst, or in any other fisheries, which ihotttd be erected by 
hiin or Us heirs in the said parish; and that the church' of 
I.eigh as the mother church, tfaonld bare all oUallens yearly 
accruing from the roansioD of Penshnrst, on the four principal

dedicated to St. Tuohab the Afoitle, uid St. Thomas tuk 
HuiTTK. la 1219 Richard de Wendover, Bishop of Roches, 
ter gnntad an indalgvnce of forty days reminion from penance 
to all such, who ou the anniversary of the dedication of this 
ch&pel, should offer up their prayers at the altars of those 
saints, by him consecrated there; and the like at the altar 
below, consecrated by him in honour of the blessed Confessors, 
Bt. Edward and St. Nicolas, and the like indulgence on the 
feasts of those saints for ever. 

Stephen de Penshurtt a descendant of the above, in the 
11th year of King Edward I. for the health of bis soul, and 
those of Roger and Margerie bis wives, &c, confirmed the for- 
mer grants to this chapel and added many more, among which 
were the following privUc^^ to the chaplain and his succes* 
tors, Til. the free grinding of bb and their com in the mill of 
his manor of Penshurst, without payment of toll, and free 
pasture for four cows, two sows and six hogs, in common with 
those of 'him and bis heirs, in the pasture of the manor of 
Peoshurst for ever, and that the swine should be free from 
the payment of pannage between the feasts of St. Michael and 
St. Martin. 

To this chapet a chantry was added in the year 1210 for the 
convenience and accommodation of the parishioners of Leigh 
dwelling in the hamlet of Betburgh. 

This chapel was suppressed in the reign of Edward VI. at 
which time its revenues were valued by the King's commissioa- 
ws at 61. fis. per annum.*

The snrlkce Mil on the UU, is a rich loam on a bed of 
KentiA rag-stMie, but in the low lands sonthwaid of the 
iriU^Vf the soil becomes mwe stiff and clayey, thoi^h eqnail/ 
prodnctive.

ii a sebstanttal and reapectaUe edifice, well arranged for do- 
nestic comfort, and oommanding eitenaire views over ttv 
Weald. To Use the language of Baowit, ^^it {riace poMOfrT 
set great e^DobH^ei," Its aspect is unexoeptimable, and its 
aataral adT>ntages many, but withoat some aasistaBce front 
art, these advantages of ntnation are in a great neasare dosa 
away : in these grounds it mast be admitted some triflii^ im- 
provements have within the last few years been made, ba(- 
there still reaiaina much to be done. 

Robert Mann, Esq. grandfather of the present Baronet re- 
nHzed a large fortone, principally by adTantageons contracts 
fnr army clothing, during the administration of fiir Robert 
Walpole, with whom be appears to have lived in habits of 
particnlu intimaey. His second son, tmde of the present 
Sir Iloratio Mann, Baronet, and of the same name, was envoy 
extraordinary to the eonrt of Tascany, for the period of for- 
ty-six years, dying at Florence in November, 1780, and 
whose remains were in the following year, broaght to Kig.

Just abore the village, and on the west side of the road, is 
the residence of (he late Mr. Bowles, who for many year* 
held the situation of steward to Sir Horatio Mann; the house 
Is scarcely seen from the road, being shut in by shrubberies on 
<he north and east sides, (its elerated and natarally exposed 
ifituatien having rendered sncft an expedient necessary) bat its 
tdvantiges may rery welt be conceived by the passing trarel- 
ler. At the lower end of the village and ou the same side of 
Ihe road, b ui old fashioned, but respectable looking farm 
house, with an extensive court before it, and a well situated 
garden on the south side ; the whole being admirably sheltered 
from the cutting winds, and yet sufficiently elevated to com- 
mand some delightful prospects over (he country southward. 

The chnrch (dedicated (o St. Nicholas) is on the east 
side of the road through the village, and though neither large 
or elegant, h not altogether destitute of interest; its steeple 
and spire form an agreeable feature in the foreground of the 
view from the bill, and at every point from which it can be 
teen must be considered advantageous to the scenery of the 
neighbourhood. Among the monuments within the churchy 
is one, said to have been designed by the late Lord Orford, 
of various coloured marble, inclosing an arched recess, witk 
an uin, and inscribed as follows :

are of m long continuant) and may be considered rather be> 
neficial (at least t« the landed ptoprietor or his tenant) than 
otherwise, Hor iodeAl catt this direnmstance be offered as a rea- 
MnabM objection on the score of health, bat may with moiil 
propriety be advanced Us to argument in fmomr of its salnbri.

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Approaching the rilUge of Gandhont (the beautirul .sitnattMl 
of which has beea Doticed under that article) the country be* 
comes more pleuing, and on attaining the lODiniit of Wiochet* 
hill* a fine view of this district northward preieata itielT, 
inferior howerer in beauty to those which strike the eye on 
the south and south-west, after passing the tareplke-gatei 
these latter, though not more extenajre, are more agreeably 
diveruied. with the principal eisentia Is of scenic beaMy ; the 
objects of art are not numerous, or ahstractsdly, of mudi 
interest, but most happily placed and harnsonioosly blendod 
with the whole.

it was granted to Sir Edward Brown and Christopher Favell, 
in fee; and with that manor and hundred, this of Marden hai 
continued appendant to Ihe present time; although repeated 
petitions and applications to the crown appear to hare been 
Inade to separate it from that of Hilton, and render it indepen- 
dent. These Manors formed part of Ihe jointure of Queen 
Eleanor, consort to Edward I. who afterwards obtained the 
grant of a market and fair to be held at Mereden, On her 
deatb in ISfll, the Makoks of Milton and Makdxn vera 
again taken possession of by the King. 

The Manor and House of Chetenet was in the time of 
Edward II. held in aqtUe of that monarch by Hmry del 
Cherene, who died in the ^ year of that reign : from thtf 
name and family It was alienated early in the reign of Richard 
II. at which time they appear to have been held by William 
Xt-Weld in whose descendants they continued to the begin- 
ning of the reign of Henry VI. when by sale they passed to 
William Couper, and becoming in the succeeding reign the joint 
property of two brothers of that name, as coheirs In garelkind, 
» partition of the estate ensued: that part (since called 
Ghuat Cbevenet to which the-MxNoa is attached) was pas> 
•ed away to Lone, one of whose descendants, previous to th» 
restoration of Charles II. and daring the commonwealth, 
alienated Jt to Thomas Twlsden, Esq. sergeaot-at-law, after- 
wards Knighted, made one of the jndges of the Klng*B<>benclt 
and nibeeqaently created a Baronet.

ftacent, and backed by extensive woods, through which some 
pleasant aTcnues and other ornamental improTements wert 
made by the last Earl. In the low ground, in front of the 
house, Is a large sheet' of water formed by the stream, whidl 
rising near Yokes-place flows through the park, and following 
the course of the valley, unites witfa the Medway at Bow- 
bridge. Few private buildings have been more pati^yrised than 
MEBEWORxn House, and yet it may be biriy asserted, that 
but few of equal magnitude, have more meagre dums to ap' 
plause. Whether the design Is considered abstractedly, or 
vritk refo'ence to its situation, it is equally indifferent and ob' 
jectionable ; If is Costly without elc^nce ; exteiltiVe and y^ 
haconveoient. Towards the beauty of this place, Nature has 
Idone much, Art Irot Kttle; the following advitie by Pope, In 
bis eptstle to the Earl of Burlington has here been ovM-Iooked ;

reign of Heniy II. it wu held as two knight's fees, of the Earb 
of Clare by a family who aunmed the surname ot Mere- 
worth, and in whose pouewioa it continoed, nntil late in the 
reign of Edward III. a period of more tluui two centuries; by 
one of these, Roger de Mereworth a grant of free-warren wat 
obtained in the reign of Edward I. and license to hold an an> 
nual fair within the manor, on the day of St. I^wrence. Front 
this family it passed through those of Maintains, Brenhr^ 
Hennenstorpe, Fitz-alan, Beaucbanp, Nerille, Fane and 
Dashwood, to Sir Thomas Stapleton, Bart, of Grays, in Ox- 
fordshire, who suceeaded to the title of Lord le Deqwocer, in 
the year 1788, at whose death tiie estate and title deroIreA 
to his eldest son, the present possetaor. 

Towards the western extremity of the parish b the delightful- 
ly situated residence of Mrs. Master, called Yokes-pi^ce, the 
scite of which, inthereignof Henry III. washcldoftbe Earl 
of Gloucester, as the third of a Knight's fee, by FalcodeShar- 
stede : it is a respectable brick building, principally erected 
in the year 1771, by William Daniel Master, Esq. who al- 
to considerably altered and improved the grounds. Hie viewa 
from the bome, which lies on the southern slope of the quar- 
ry-hill, are extensire and pleasing. There are two other good 
estates in this parish, Fowxes, which is esteemed a manor, 
belonging to Sit Charles Style, Baronet ; and Baroms P1.ACC, 
tht property of David Fapillon, Esq.

The appearance of the anrroinid- 
liig country, so Tar from bt^ag * forlorn and dreary' as Hasted 
asArti, weana cheerfol'trndanftnating aspect; the Uwn-lifco 
surface of the fore-ground, getftly flowing into the marshes lie- 
low, bespdtted with sheep ahd occasionally enlivened by the 
passing baiges on the river, affords an animatiiig spectacle;

THE ISLE OF OXNEY. 

In old records written Oxeite, Oxenel, and in the record of 
Domesday Oxenai, includes within its boundary the parishes 
of Stone, Wittersham^ and part of Eboney. It lies' at the 
tonth-west extremity of the county next to Sussex, being di- 
vided from the latter and the uplands of Kent (on the west 
and north-west) by the river Bother, and otherwise circum- 
scribed by a small stream called the Breake.*

The i«lk op Oxmet i> in length' (from eait to vest) nekrljr 
flte milM and k h^lf, kud its gmtett width is ai>oat two miles 
tnd three qnarten. Hasted itatei the clrcamference at near 
ten miles, but it measnrei nearljr fonrteen.t The approach 
to the island formerly was by three femes, namely at 
SmalUhythe, Appledore, and towards Haytham, bat the 
streams, which now flow round it, are so inconsidenible, that 
three smalt wooden bridges at these places, answer every pnr* 
pose of communication. A ridge of compamtiTely eteratM 
ground occupies the centre, crossing the island In a direction 
nearly east and west, on either side of which are tracts of rich 
and productiTe manb-land: some few patches. of underwood 
are scattered on the uplands, bat the island is barren of timber. 
In some seasons of the year, and when the marshes are covered 
with Stock, the prospects around are pleasing, especially to a 
stranger who hat traTelled through the more enclosed countiy 
to (he westward, yet the Isle or Oxsky will seldom be select- 
ed as a place of residence by those who bate the freedom of 
choice. Dkayton in his J>oly-albioD, (song 18th} descrilxa

On tke stymology* of its name, tbere haTe been a variet]r of 
•pintont, bat tb« most reasonable, perliaps, is tliat founded 
on its rich pastures, and the number of ojwm fatted on them; 
which opinion, says Hasted, may be corroborated by the figure 
. of an Ox on the sides of the andent altar, which for tine out 
of mind had remained in tlie church of Stone, In this island. 
This altar has been removed, and for sometime was used as a 
horseblock, until Mr. Gostling, a former Rector, released it 
from this Ignoble service, and had it carefully placed in tii« 
frnce of the vicarage garden, where it still remains. Mr. 
Hasted supposes it to liave been an altar oftaerpke, from the 
blackness and >|^>eanuice of fire in the bason or hollow at 
the top.- 

STOXE. The village of Stoitg is situated on elevated 
ground nearly in the centre of the parish, at the junction of 
the roads from Oxney>ferry, Small-hythe, Sec. and within 
the fork of these roads stands the church, (dedicated . to 
St. Mart) consisting of a nave, chancel, and side idsies, with 
a square tower containing a ring of six bells. 

The see of Canterborj' holds this church and the advowson 
of the vicarage by no legal right, for in the dotation of Hen» 
ry VIII. (anno 3S) the rectory and vicarvge of Stome near 
Faversham, and not Stone in the Isle of Oxney, was granted; 
but agreeable to the ^nrit and not the leKer of the charter, 
&e Utter and not the former has been held by it. The redoryi 
tfprapriate, is now held on lease from the dean and chapter^ 
by Sir Edward Hales, iElart. the lessee is bound to keep the 
chancel in r^>^r, as also a farm-house standing on thfi-glebe* 
The quantity of glebe land is about four acres. 

For the grass lands in this perish, a modus of e^hteen pence 

per acre, in lieu of all vicarial tytkeSj was established in the 

year 1735.

WITTBRSHAH, like the preceding parish, has few 
dianng to boait of. The Tillage, with the church and par- 
•onage occupy its centre, standing on rather elevated ground, 
and nearly surronnded hj manhes. On the high ground 
westward, is a hamlet called Pi k yon- quart be, id which the 
mansion attached to the manor of Palstbe, called Pautr&> 
covnT is ntoated. At Wittersham a fair for pedlary, toys, 
ttc, is held annnatly on the 1st of May. 

The Mahob of Wittersuah was giren towards the rapport 
of the Monks of Christ-cburch in Canterbury (anno 1033) by 
Eadsy a priest; but io the 8th of Henry IV. it was assigned to 
the master and fellows of All Saints college in Maidstone, sup- 
pressed in the 1st year of Edward IV. (anno 1546) when this 
manor, with the rest of its possessions came into the hands of 
the crown. In the reign of Queen Anne it became the property 
of Mr. William Blackmore, of Tenterden, who by will in 
1707 bequeathed it to those of the same name at Bri^ins, in 
Hertfordshire. 

Palstre, in old writings called the denne of Paialre, vn* 
among the possessions of the Bishop of Baieuz at the time of the 
flurvey of Domesday, upon whose disgrace it was granted to the 
family of Crevequer, and in the reign of Henry III. was held 
of them by Philip de Palstre, in which name it continued till 
the 30lh of Edward III. In the year 1794, Thomas Knight, 
Esq. of Godmersham died possessed of this manor, devising it 
to his wife for life, with remainder to Edward Austen, Esq. 
of Rolling. 

OwLiE or Ovelejff as it was anciently written, was in thft 
possession of a family of this surname early in the reign of Ed* 
ward II, when it passed to that of Odiarne. In the reign 
of Henry VII. it was become the property of the Maueys ol 
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Biddenden, from which familf H ms kllenttcdin the reign of 
Chkrlea I. Thomu Knight, Esq. of Godmenbam (above 
mentioned) died possessed of it in 1794. 

The church which consists of a. nave and one side aide, ii 
dedicated to St. John the Baptist; It ba> a square tower at 
the west end containing a peal of Bells. The living of Wit- 
tersham is in the patronage of the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and was helJ from 1762 to 1765 by Dr. Beilby Porteiu, lata 
Lord Bishop of London, of whom mention has been btfiMte 
made, (see Linton.) 
' TeD acres of glebe land, are attached to the rectory. 

EBONEY, is another parish lying partly within the Isle of 
Oxney, occupying the north-west extremity of it, and extend- 
ing on the north of the Rother, to the parish of Tenterden. 
In that part within the Isle, which is extremely swampy and 
nnhealthy, there are but four or five bouses, and at Redimo* 
STREET, a hamlet on the turnpike road from Appledore to ' 
Tenterden, not more then twice that number. 

In the year 832, the Manok of Ebonet was by King 
Ethetwulph given to the priory of Christ church Canterbury, 
and Edward II. (anno 1317) granted to the prior and con^ 
vent, Jree'tearren within all their demesne lands. Thomas 
Goldstone, prior, in 1495 made considerable additions to the 
mansion house ; which from its long continuance with the a. 
bove religious establi slunent had obtained the appellation of 
Eboney priory. This manor has now the same owner as that 
of Wittersbam. 

There are two other manors la this parish, namely Wood- 
EOTB and BaocKBT, the former belongs to Lord le Despencer, 
knd the latter to Sir Edward Hales, Bart. 

An estate here called Northltmdi, was given by Sir Henry 
Seville, warden of Merton college towojdi the support of 
two mathematical lectures, in the univenily of Oxford, on 
Dm subjects of Geometry and Astronomy. 
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Od th« idto of Eboney cknrcli, destroyed by lightning aniy 
in the re^n of Eliiabeth, a. *cry small edifice has been erect- 
ed, seired by the vicar of Appledore, to which church this of 
Ebon^, has alwayt been esteemed a chapel appendant. Th« 
Paksonaoe has the same owner as the Manor of Eboney.

Among the sereral gifts of Queen Edgira (mother of the 
Kings Edmund and Edred) to the priory of Christ church, 
Canlerbory, was the manor of Peckham, free from all secular 
serrice, excepting the trinoda neecetiitat of repelling invasiona 
and the repair of castles and highways. To the manor, was 
appendant the church, and the adfowson of the ricarage, 
which so eonlinned united until the dissolution of the religious 
houses in the reign of Heniy VIII. when the former wac 
granted to Sir Thomas Wyatt, and the latter settled on the 
dean and chapter of Canterbury, who hold to thb time the 
right of presentation to this cure. A grant of free>warren was 
obtained for the manor of Peckham in the lOth year of Ed- 
ward II. His grace the Duke of Leeds ii' the present owner 
of the Manor;'!' but the CouRT-LoooEand t^ demesne lands 
appertaining to it, are become the property of Sir William 
Jar«u Twysden, Bart, of Roydon-hall,^

East Peckrah is situated En a well wooded and fertile dii> 
trict, aboai;ding with luxuriant oaks, and rich in the various 
products of the field and t)ie garden. From the north, wherC 
it is partly bounded by the grounds of Mereworth castle, the 
Tiews are extensive, while the home scenery is cliaiacteriied by 
an agree«ble diferaity of inrAtce. The east and south sides of 
the parish are skirted by the Hedway, which also receives tb« 
tribute of a small stream fiowii^ from Yokes in the parish of 
Mereworth, and which' anites with the former, a little ahore 
the town of Yaldicg. 

RoYDOK-HALi. the seat of Sir William Jarris Twysden, Bart, 
and formerly of a family who gave name to it, occupies the 
rise of a hill near the northern extremity of the parish next to 
Mereworth, standing but a little removed from the church and 
village. This seat which was carried iu martiaga by a co- 
heiress to the TiBj/ident, Baronets, in the reign of James t. 
had annexed to it the liberty of free-warren and licence to 
empark, obtained of Charles I. by Sir Roger Twysden, who 
suffered greatly for his attachment and loyalty to that ill-fated 
monarch, being forced at last to compound for his estate, for a 
large sum of money. 'He vras' says Hasted, 'a great en- 
conrager of learuing, and a generous patron of learned men, 
being himself a master of our ancient Saxon and English his- 
tory and laws, and left behind him the united character of the 
scholar and the gentleman. ' He was bom in 1S07 (probably 
on this estate) and died iu 1673 at the age of 75 years; his 
remans are deposited in the church. 

In this parish are the hamlets of Chitlet-cross, North- 
HATCB and Hale- STREET. Dr. Harris observes that 'this 
parish, ought anciently to have contributed towards tbe repair 
of tbe fifth arch or pier of Rochester bridge.' 

The church (dedicated to St. Michael) occupies an elevated 
situation; from which circumstance, and its insulated condi- 
,tion, it is a conspicuous and pleasing object from many partt 
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of tbfl Weald, bat the building, tibstFactedtjr, hai no claimt to 
our admiration. The wholeof the exteriorhaibeea plastered, 
(probably Id the year 1740, that d«te appearing on the fane) 
which now peeling off, renden it particularl]' nniightly. It 
caiuiitiof anare, aisle and chancel, and at the west end, hai 
a square tower surmonnted with a imall shingled spire. 

PECKHAM WEST. The HurH Woodt extend info the 
northen part of this parish, contriboting much to the pictu- 
resque appearance of the neighbourhood: these woods abonnd- 
ing in Inxnriant oaks, encompass an area of sereral miles, and 
so late as the reign of Elizabeth are said to bare been the abode 
ot Kild Mteinej several fine springs have thdrrise here, which 
flow towardslhe village, lying at the eastern extremity of the 
parish ; the western boundary of which is watered by a stream 
that falls into the Medway at Brand-bridges. On the eastern 
banks of (his rifulet stand the remains of Hamptons, long the 
residence of the Stanleys and Datitont, but now neglected and 
falling to decay ; and a little removed in (he same direc- 
tion, OxKNHOATH the properly and residence of Sir William 
Geary, Bart. M. P. for this county, situated on the aclirity 
of the hilt, embellished with abundance of highly ornamented 
timber, and commanding extensive views of the surrounding 
country. This estate, formerly held of the manor of Great 
Hoo, by the ''yearly payment of a pair of giU ipurt," was 
in early times the property of the Colepepers, and passing 
through several intermediate owners, it came, early in the 
last century, into the family of Bartholmew, the maternal 
relatives of the present worthy possessor. 

The manor of West Peckram, prior to (he conquest, wai 
In the possession of Earl Leofwine, brother to King Harold^ 
who together with Gurth, the other brother, fell with (hat 
monarch at the memorable battle of Hastings. In the time of 
King John, it was held in sergeantry, by the 'service of 
liearing one of the King's Goshawks, beyond sea, from the 
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IMst of St. Bficliael t« that of tUe Pnrification ; wlen the kin^ 
demanded It ! A partitloa of this manor wag made in t)ti 
l^i||n of Gdirard III. on^ part is now become the prijpertjr of 
Lord )e Desp«ncer, the other of Viscount TorrEngton. On 
the moiety belonging to Lord Torringttin was formerly a 
l>iracepTORT established by the Knight's hospitallen of St. 
John of Jeruialem, to whrch fraternity this estate had beenj 
(prenby Sr John Colepeper of Oienhoath, one of &e jadge^ 
6t the common pleas, temp, Henry IV. 

< At fhia place ' sayi Dr. Harris 'lired that great master of 
history Sir Roger Twysden, Bar(,* who assisted Mr, Somner 
Wfth notes' and corrections, when he put forth the laws at 
Kiii| H^nty I.+ He furnished hfm also with the chartulary' 
oV St: Austin's Abbe^ in Canferbory, and other Talnable ctri 
riosiUes; and it was Sir Roger that prerailed with Mr. 
Sdriiner to add hb incomparable glonary to the D&xm Scr^' 
torti.' 

The •dVows<in of this chnrch wis granted by Edward I. to 
tiie pHbry of Leeds tn this county, where it continued nntit 
the dissbliitiod of that religions establishment in the reign of 
Henry VIII. when it was settled on the dean and chapter of 
Aochester,' who still hold the right of presentation to the 

The present lessee of the parsonage, under the dean aniF 
chapter, is Sir William Geary, Bart. 

PEMBURY, is the next parish southward of Tudeley. In, 
the TextM Roffentit, it Is called PErpmaBBEBiA and in an-j 
cieut deeds .Pefxnbhry, or as Harris adds Pipingburt, fronr

The parish of Fembary extendi in a direction north uiA 
louth nearly four miles from Tndeley on the north, to the 
tmalL stream which ditidei the Weald from the county of 
Siusex on the lonth. This stream i« principally supplied by a 
fine spring, that rises not far distant from the chvrch of Pen- 
bury, and to which medicinal properties itaTO been ascribed, 
being reputed in the ndghbouriiood an efiectnal remedy for 
tore eyei, Ac. but which as Hakris justly observes "seem 
only common water." This parish Is generally woody, its 
surface much varied with hill and dale, and poiiessiog am 
equal diversity of soil ; the h^her lands, especially toward^ 
the west and lontb, are light, friable and arenaeeons, mi a 
ttiatam of sand-roclc, and the valliai mostly a sUff clay, pro* 
dncing excellent corn; marie is here foond in gceat plenty^ 
from which circomstance, added to the natural fertility of th« 
tpi\, and the proximity of Tunbridge, the landt in tUa n^^> 
bourhood are generally well let. Another small itream ha* 
Hs rise in this parish, which taking a northerly cenrBO falU 
into the Medway opposite to Hadlow. 

The churab, u placed on elevated ground, and not only a 
conspicuous object, but a pleasing one from many points, 
and at the distance of about a mile southward liea the princi- 
pal village, called the Upper Grxen, near to which is another 
small hamlet called by -w^f of distinction the Lower Green ; 
indeed the houses generally in the parish of PenAury, xr« 
Inilll in clusters roUnd these small areas. The high-road from 
London through Tunbridge, lAmberbnnt, ke, to Rye and 
Hastings, runs through the seulb frith woods on the western 
side of the parish, which at the 35tb* mile-stone. It crosses, 
and at Kipping' s-cross It takes another direction, skirting 
the eastern boundary until it enters LamberhursL

(afterwards created Earl of Essex.) On the atttinder of the 
Utter, these manon came once more to the crown, and in th« 
STlh year of Henry VlII. were granted (with other premnes 
in this parish) to William Wyberm, lo held ns c<^e by 
Knight's serriee. From the Wybomes they passed to Robert 
Berkley, Esq. of Spetdiley in Worcestershire, aid Philip 
Jones, Esq. tn right of their wires, by whom, in 1788 thes* 
■Mnors (togeAer with the adrowson and parsonage of tht 
church of Penbary) were sold to William Woodgate, Esq. of 
Semeilill, the present owner. 

Tbk HAtroB OF Halkwux usually called Hamkwell, as 
also those of Dbnceooch, Highlands and Puai.ES, are now 
the proper^ of James Lewiu, Esq. The former is divided 
into two fkms called great and little Hawkwell, and was «l 
the time of the dissolution of the lesser monasteries, an appen* 
dage to the abbey of Baybam, and a part of those estates 
granted ^ Cardinal Wolsey, for the endowment of his college.

In this parish is the manor of Tepperidge, belonging to the 
Earl of Abei^venny. 

The church (dedicated to St. Peter) hat a spire-steeple at 
the west end, and was probably built in the reign of Edward 
III. by John Colepeper, Esq. the patron of it. On a very 
SDdent ttone in the chancel, is an inscription in old French, 
for Margaret, the danghter of Sir "niomas Colepeper, which 
eppears coeral with the building. It also contains sereral 
memorials of the Amherst family ; an inscription and figure in 
brass for Elizabeth Rowe dated 1607, and a tomb for Geoi^e 
Bolney, Esq. &c. la the porch are two stones with crosses

dedicated to the Blessso Vieoin, in which was a chantry en- 
dowed ; and in the church-yard was another in the reign of 
Kiiw Edward III.* (Hsu'ris'i Kent, p. 236.)

FENSHURST, is called in the Taiiu Roffenm, Penrxs- 
HEKST, in some antient records Pencestbe, and morecemuon- 
\y Pencbhstxx, probably from some fortified camp or fortress, 
formerly sitaated here. It is supposed to derite its name from 
the lod british word Pett^ the height, or top, and hynt, a wood, 
reference to its situation. It is the next parish eastward of 
Chidingstone, and abont four miles southward of the sand 
hills ; the lifer Edem nns through the centre of it, and here 
taking a circular course, and having separated Into two smaller 
streams, joins the ri*er Medway, which flows by the soathenr 
part of Pehshnrst-park towards Tnnbridge. The general ap- 
pearance of the country in this and some adjoining parishes 
is plearing, though of the melancholy cast; its surface is s- 
grecably varied with alternate hill and dale ; possessing abun- 
dance of fine timber, and watered by the Medway and several 
lesser streams. The soil is for the most part a stiff cUy, well 
adapted for the growth of large timber, for which, this part 
«f the county is remarkable; as an instance of it, a tree was 
felled in the park about twenty years since, called from its 
spreading hranchea. Broad Oak, which contained twenty one 
ton^ or eight hundred and forty feet of timber t

Bridge wells ; & stone basoa has been placed for it to rise in, 
by cue of the Earls of Leicester. This neighbourhood gene- 
rally abounds with iron ore, and most of the springs are more 
or less chalybeate. In Penshurst park is a heronry, the only 
one in this part of England, it b seated in the lofty beeches, 
near the keeper's lodge. 

There is a district In this parish, called Hall-borough, which' 
ts within the lowy of Tunbridge, the maDerial rights of which 
belong to Henry Streatfield, Esq. and another part, comprehen- 
ding the estate of Chafford, which is within the jurisdiction of 
the duchy court of Lancaster. ^ 

"Few aVe the places in the coanty of Kent, perhaps in 
England, which will be approached with greater reverence, or 
quitted with more melancholy impressions, than' Pehsburst,. 
ttieancient seat of the Sidneys, Earls of Leicester. It is from the 
high dignity, and the real worth and talent of its vanous mem» 
bers, that this family has stamped celebrity on the place, rather 
than from its remote antiquity; for, when conipared with Of», 
SackTille^ NeviUe^ and some other families ia the aeigkbooiw

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On the attainder of Edward, Daka of Buckingknn, the pos- 
sessioDB qf-this bmily fell to the crown; aad Henry VIII. t&< 
tained Penshurst in hU own hands for many f «ars, and abo 
mlarged the park. Edward VI. gavs thU manor, with its 
appurteoances, (o Sir Ralph Fane; who, within two yeara, 
wu executed as an accomplice of t^e Protector, S^tenet, and 
once more these estates became the property of the crown. 

"Thus it appear* that Penibiuit was, from the earliest 
times possessed by highly dignified iodiTidnab. From the 
failure of heirs male, it frequently changed its proprietors ; 
in latter times, from the political tnibulsnciei, which prC' 
vailed throughout the kingdom, wbereby its ownen were in- 
duced to take an unfortunate part, the connqmnce waa a 
forfeiture of their property. It waa now howerer datiqed to 
a very honorable appropriation, as well w to greater stability 
of tenure." 

Soon after the attainder and executlan pf Sir Ralph Fm't 
King Edward granted this and other neighbonring estates to 
Sir William Sydney, oine of the beroei of Floddea fi«UI, who 
)mA bem bis tutor, chamberlain and ateward of hia household, 
from bis birth to his coronation; he died the foD^wing year 
(1,953) at the a^e of seventy, and was sncceeded by hii son 
Sir Henry Sydney> a learned and aceomplithed gentUnmn^ 
who had been educated with Edward VI. on whose prema- 
ture death. Sir Heniy .retired to Fenslmrst to indulge bia 
melancholy. He died when Lord President of the Welch 
marches, in the S8th of EliK^beth, and his body was buried 
by the Ctueen'i order, with great solemnity at Penfhurst'; 
but his heart was interred at Lndlow, the sent of his govern- 
ment.* He left three sons, of whom the two eldest. Sir

Two years afterwards he was constituted Lord Goi 
Terilor of Flushing, and on the accession of James, obtained

"niB MANSION which stands near the sooth* west angle of the 
park, has been much reduced in bulk of late years, a part 
of tlie buildings having been pulled down and tUe material) 
sold. It was formerly a Teiy extensive pile, aud though of 
irregular design, (being the work of difierent hands) *as net 
wholly destitute of architectural beauty, or doroestie conveni- 
ence. It still contains many good apartments, but the great 
nalt, has been divested of much of its former interest by the 
Wnia of modern improvement.

till the baibarous hand of modernization fell upon it, was 
coirplete in iti appropriate cottume. The writer of this me- 
moir not many years Elnce, remembers, when tlie fine timber 
roof wa* entire^ when the 6ide walli ihroughdut WCM corered 
vith pikes, lances and match-locks ; and the upjrtr end and 
piers with entire suits of plate armour. Tliat of Sir Fbitip 
Sydney was pointed out to the spectator, possibly sputious^ 
but the cheat was allowable, and a lery little enthusiasm was 
wanting to give it reality. At the time allndad to, when the 
great gate creaked on its hinges, for the adnttssion of a straa.

part of his possessions. Wextek thus describes the situation 
of this seat, "It stands upon the -nry forehead of thit.hill, 
which from this place doth reach westward into Surrey ; a 
situation so elegant, that it compares with most that are, in 
rich pastnres, healthful aire and plenty both. of fewell and 
timber; but^ abore all, ia a rtry delicate and various pros- 
pect.* The house has no pretensions to elqance of desij^- 
but there is a pleasing air of respectability attached to it. 

The church (dedicated to St. Nicholas), marks the north- 
cm boundary of the Weald in this part, it was built accordttf 
to Harris, by Sir Richard de Plucktey, who "flourished here ' 
in the reigns of King Stephen and King Henry II." <' In onr 
Ladies' chapel or chancel there" saith Weerer "belongii^ to 
the Deringi of Surrenden Dering, and founded by Richard 
Dering, Esq.i in the reign of King Henry VI. as appears by 
Us arms carted at the bottom of the arches, are several stones, 
with figures in armoar at their full length." Beside the brasses 
and other memorials of the Derings and the family of MaU 
muDS, formerly owners of the manor of that name, there 
" are notices of Major Anthony Nowers, Mabella Bettenham,

The eharch (the rectory of which w» fomwfly among the 
poMOHioiu of the famllj' of Cobham, by one of whom, name. 
ly, Joha, Lord Cobham, it wa* giveo to the college founded 
by bim at Cebhain) consisti of three aiiles and three chancels, 
with a tower steeple at the wett end, the ihabby appearance 
of which has been before noticed. Tha windows In tlie great 
chaneel, according to Kilbome, contained formerly the effigies

to hare been fonnded by Edward Gnldeford, . Esq, 'on the 
day of St. Tiburtlua and Valerianus, martyrs.'* April 14tb, 
anno 1444. In the church, are sereral memorials of the Gib- 
bons, and Monypannyt, and in the yard the name of Kadwell 
frequently occurs. 

RUCKINGE. This obscure parish lies partly on the clay- 
hills and partly within the level of Romney marsh, between 
Biliington, Orlestone and Warehorne. It contains no vil- 
lage, the few houses within its boundary, being scattered 
over it and chiefly inhabited by the labouring classes. 

The Manor of Rucking (Rochinget) which comprises a 
principal part of the parish, was among the grants of King Offa,' 
to the priory of Christ-church, Canterbury; (anno 781) the re- 
sidue was given by Culhred, King of Kent, "to Aldhertht 
his servant, and Seldrythe, the abbot,* being two plough lands 
in Rocing, situated on both sides of the rtver I^Emene, to hold 
in perpetual inheritance, free from all regal tribute, bc."^ 
The former is now in the possession of the dean and chapter of 
Cantertanry and the latter containing the manors of Bahdin-

Ward's is Downgate, formerly among the possessions of the 
Tnrqer family, tome time since Lords of the manor of $and< 
hnnt, and now in the possession of a gentleman of the same 
name, who has recently pulled down the old house and is now 
erecting a more couTenient residence nearly on the same scite. 

The Manok or Sanrhdiut was, by Offa, King.of Mercia, 
(anno 791) given to Christ-church in Canterbury, and soon 
arter the conquest, held of the Archbishop by Knight*s serrice, 
by the family of Criol ; and of them, in the reign of Edward II. 
by Hugo de .Combe, whose successor was Johnde Betherinden. 

In the reign of Elisabeth it was sold, together with the 
ancient manor-house (now called Old place) by Herbert, sou 
orVInoent Finch, to Felham, from which name it passed ta 
that of Fowle, and sul)Beqnently to those of Ttimer and Black.'

SHADDOXHURST. ,The sitnaflon of Shaddoxhurst is by 
no means pleasant, the land ta generally low and much incuro* 
bered with underwood, especially in the direction of Orlestone 
and Woodchurch ; the roads like those in thd neighbouring pa> 
fishes, are estreraely bad, not so much the consequence of exces* 
sire traffic, as of neglect and mlgmanagemeiit. The Tillage whicli 
Is smallf stands nearly in the centre of the parish, round n, 
small fEreen, baring (he church at the louth-eut end, Sbaiu. 
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iMXHnBST Manor was anciently the inheritance of the fatnily 
«f FoRRTAL, formerly of Bome note in the county; from them 
it passed to the Stokvs or Stokes, and subsequently to RaM' 
DOLPu, likewise owner of & considerable estate at Barham 
near Maidstone. At the beginning of Queen Elizabeth's r«ign 
it was sold by Edward, son of Avery Randolph to Sir John 
Taylor, in which name it continued down to Sir Thomaa 
Taylor, Bart, (created in 1665). Sir Charles Moll oy, cap. 
tain of the Royal Caroline Yatcht, who lies buried in the 
church-yard, and to whose memory, an elegant and emble* 
matical mural monument has been erected in tlie church, be-, 
came possessed of this manor by purchase, and dying in 1760, 
bequeathed it to his nephew, (second son of G«orge Cooke, 
Esq. of Ijncolns Inn) who assumed the name of M01.1.0Y. 

The Manor of Criols-court, hag also the game owuer. 

There are two other manors in this parish called Minchik- 
couRT and Clayfits, the former belonged to the late John 
Cole, Esq. of Horsmonden, and the latter is become the pro- 
perty of William Deedes, Esq. of Hythe. 

The windows of the church were fonnerly ornamented with 
much stained glass, but little now remains ; "in one of them 
are two figures crowned, in one Compartment, and in the o- 
ther a priest kneeling, offering a cup to another figure, wha 
is sitting and crowned." * The chancel is decorated with the 
banners, sword, helmet, &c. of the late Sir Charles Molloy, 
and contains a memorial for John Sewell, rector, (oUt ruqo 
1591). 

This liTing, (in the patronage of the crown), was augment. 
ed in 1767, by a grant of SOOI. from the governors of Queen 
Anoe's bounty, and with the addition of a like sum, bequeath^ 
by Mrs. Ursula Taylor; which sums were expended in the 
purchase of lauds in the parish.

SUIPBORXE, is situated on the northern side of the 
Weald, adjoining the extensive parish of Wrotham, and

pecially towards the south-east. In the time of Henry HI, 
John de Sat, held in Siburne of the Earl of Gloucester one 
Knight's fee and a fifth: to him succeeded the family of 
BaTcnt, by whom in the ISlh year of Edward Ii a grftnt of 
free-warren was obtained, the liberty of holding a market 
weekly on Monday, and an bnnual fair on the feast of St.

SPELDHURST, io which the celebrated jpnn^t known by 
the appellation of 'Tunbaidce Wells* are situated, lies on 
the soulliern confines of the Weald, adjoining the connly of 
Sussex, in a district aboondiog with rich and railed prespecb, 
rendered additionally pleasing by their contrast to those of the 
more enclosed tod cultivated country nearer th« metropolis. 
The views here are not generally extenBive, bufso perpetually 

. changing from the inequalities of surface, that the attention is 
kept constantly on the alert ; hill and dale, woods, rocks, 
banen heaths, and cultivated enclosures successively composing 
the ever varying landscape. In the time of Edward III. the 
Manor and Chdkch of Speldhnrst were among the possenioni 
of Sir John de Pulteneye, who in that reign founded the coU 
lege of St. I^wrence, Cannon .street, London,^and settled on 
it, this manor and church, with which they remained until its 
Oppression in the reign of Edward VI. when they ware grant- 
ed to Henry Foisted, being at that time estimated of the clear 
yearly value of 1 SI. l4s. Id.

are aometimea called the ' cMldrtn of Ooil' Many particulan of the 
parochial 'clergy,' and of others who occasionally preached here, are alto 
recorded. Tbe Ret. Hauy&nt, A. M. who wai Initituted In December, 
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hoDse, a small modern dtrelling, plMiantly titaaled. Tbv 
former U an object of some !ntef€Kt, seen at.a distance; but 
which is not increased b^ a closer inspection, indeed it is alto* 
|ether undeserring the epithet (of koMdnme) which Hasted 
has bestowed on It ; had this eipressioa been applied to.d« 
LiTiNQ rather than theCHOHCH there vould hare beeo 
■tore of propriety in its application. The present ralOe of 
this lirtng is not less than 1 1001. per annam. Witbin the 
itulls of tbis edifice, there .Is little to amuse the carious, 
except the embeUithmmtt of the altar which, like those of 
Goudhurst, though not calculated to promote Idolatrt, ar* 
yet of RufGcient importance to excite attention. Should 
these things become fashionable, and the innorating spirit of 
Dadbing be tolerated, we may soon espect the ^alls of our 
churches to display all the variety of character, exhibited in 
the galantee ihem, and the place itself become a mere exhibition* 
room of non-descripts. Were these attempts confined to the 
portraits of Hoses and Aaion, or objects of equal indifierenee, 
though they might raise a smite, they would do but tittle 
Tiolence to our feelings: but when a subject like the Cbuci- 
TixiON is attempted by tach handi, we know not which, most 
to despise, the presumptiou of the painter, or the folly and 
ignorance of his employers. The diarge of the church and 
the management of parish aflkirs, are generally entrusted to 
men of mean education, and from whom neither taste, or 
propriety is to be expected, while those above them, from the 
desire of being freed from the drudgery of parochial business, 
are cautious of interfering, and instead of opporing or com-

EAST SUTTON. This as Hasted obseires "is a small 
parish, and would be but little known or frequented wag tt 
not for the^'midence of (he Filmek family in it," The Til- 
lage, called Chartway street, is situate at the northern extre- 
mity of the parish and consists of a few indifferent houaas, 
built chiefly on the southern side of the road, the opposite 
■id e being in BaoHrieLo; it contains beside, two inconsider- 
able hamlets called Friday and Sunday streets. The church 
occupies nearly the summit of the bill, which is here oma- 
taiented with considerable quantities of fine timber; and imme- 
diately below the church is East Sutton place which for 
upwards of two centuries has been the seat of the Filmers, 
Knights and Baronets. Before their remoTBl to this place in 
the reign of James I. they occupied the manor-house of Little 
Charlton; but the family appear to hare been seated at Herst, 
in Otterden parish, as early as the reign of Edward II. Of 
this family was Sir Robert Fllmer, on whom (he honor of 
Knighthood was conferred by Charles I. and who for his 
loyalty and attachment to his persecuted master, suffered great- 
ly during the ciril wars and commotions of those times; his 
mansion having been repeatedly plundered and himself im- 
prisoned. Hediedin 1S93. He was author of the ^'Po^r/orcAa, 
or the natural power of Kings ; " — "B«flections concerning the 
original of government," — and other works in support of mon- 
archy. After the desease of the eldest son, Edward, who suc- 
ceeded to his estates and died at Paris, sBmarried, in 1SS8, the 
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SSO «A«T tOTTOH. 

Second sAn, Robert, k barrister-at-law, became possessed of 
Ihem, and io consideration of (be sofferings and loyalty of his 
ftther iras created a Baronet (anno 1674). Tbe present 
possessor of this estate is the R?t. Sir Edward Filmer, Bart. 
irho succeeded to it on the demise of his brother, Sir Bever- 
«bam Filmer, tbe Ifttter dying at an advanced age witbont 
issue. The park is finely wooded, and from the gronnds neftr 
tbe bottse, which litands on the brow of tbe kill, tbe views 
sfer the Weald are extremely fine; below is a sheet of water 
contributing much to tbe beauty of the place. Tbe mansion 
nnd pack were considerably improTed and augmented by the 
first Baronet, in the reign of Charles IJ. who aho enclosed 
the whole with a stone wall. The church (dedicated lo St- 
Peter and St. Pauj.) is a neat edifice, contaiuing numerous 
memorials of the family of Filmer and others in alliance with 
it; tbe earliest is that which records "the singular industry 
Mid judgment of Robert Filmer, Esq.* who for the space of 
twenty years was one of the Prothonotaries of our Lady, 
Queen Elizabeth, of her Common Pleasat Westminster." The 
brastet of thie family have been admirably preserved ; the 
most singular is that to (he memory of Sir Edward Filmer who 
died in 1639, i( is within the altar rails, and on it are the per- , 
traitures of his wife, himself and his numerous issue,f wili 
tbe respective names over each, and at the corners the arms 
■nd quarterings of himself and wife. The lady of the late 
Sir Beverfihora Filmer, lies buried in a vault between two 
buttresses of the church, and within (be small enclosure formed 
Iiy a railing in front between tbe buttre^es, flowers were 
planted agreeable to her request " and kept in exact order by 
tbe hands of her discoasolate husband. " In the church is

The church of Town Sutton with the chapel of East Sutton 
annexedT were settled by Henry VIII. on the dean mnd ch>p.> 
ter or Rochester, with whom tbej still remain. Ths FiliBen 
hare for many years held the lease of the parsonage. 

SUTTON VALENCE, OR TOWN SUTTON, wag priof 
to the conquest among the possessions of Leofwine brother of 
King Harold, who with that monarch fell at the fatd battle of 
Hastings. On the accession of William, a grant of it under 
the appellation of SuiUoite wfts made by him to Odo Bishop 
of Baietix, his maternal brother, but the name of Valence by 
i^hich it is now commonly known, it acquired ssys Philipott 
"from owning William de Valence, Earl of Pembroke, to 
bo the Lord of the fee, who certainly instituted that Castle, 
that now, eren in its relics and fragments, with, much of ven- 
«rable magnificence, oTerlooks (he plain.'"* The Castle of 
Sutton stands « little removed from the village eastward, oc- 
cupying a cotnmanding' situation on the brow of the hill, from 
ithence the view sonlhw&rd is extensive and interesting. Its 
remnins are strongly chiiracteristic of the times in which It was 
erected, when, " men not daring to rely on (he guardianship 
of the laws, were Obliged (o devote themselves (o the service 
of some chieftain, whose orders they followed, even to the 
dJHtui4)ance of the government, or the injury of their fellow 
citizens." + The walls are morb than (hree feet thick, com-' 
posed chieSy of rag-s(ones and flints, with here and (here a 
course of thin bricks or paving tiles; in the sides are loop 
boles at regular distances ; whkt remains of (his once forroid- 
Bble flractare, appears to have been the keep, it ii mantled

Witk ivy, and nearly oTergrown #ith brosk wood, wliicli coift' 
tributes much to its pictnrescjue appearance,* Kiltmnie snpt 
pAses the sea to ha»e fomierly Sowed up the Talley belev 
Sutton castle, which he conjecttrres-was btrilt, when it did so, 
lAt this extntTBgant supposition, appears to rest only on the 
dtscoTflij of an anchor, id the neighbourhood, within the 
memory of somo men living. 

The town, or rather village, lies a little below the summit of 
the hill, near which on the western side ii the church, and on. 
the small green adjoining the church-yard, the manor house: 
below the village and midway down the bill, standi Sutton- 
piace and the parsonage. The former Id the reign of Charlef 
ir. was the residence of Archibald Clenkard, Esq. who kept 
bis shrievalty here in the year 16Ft3, and the two succeeding 
years. In this parish a free grammar ichool was erected iA 
1578, by William I^tnbe, a gentleman of the chapel to Kinf. 
Henry VIII. (and according to Dr. Harris, a great favorite of 
that monarch) who endowed it with SOI. per annum to the 
master, and 81. per annum to the usher.' Two exhibtiions at 
101. each, were given to St. John's college in Cambridge by 
the will of the Rev. Francis Rnbbins, B. D. for the benefit of 
two scholars educated at this School ; be also, bequeathed 31. 
per annum to the poor of the parish. Id the village are six 
alms houses founded by the above William Lambe,. with an 
sltotment of 101. annually, to be divided among the occnpten, 
who must be. natives of the parish. 

The church, situated on the southern declivity of the quanj 
bjll, is an iriegular pile, but not destitute of interest : iti 
tower stands nearly in the centre on the north side and i& 
Covered with a shingled roof, as is the greater part of tl^

With the abbey of St. Aagastine thb charch continued un- 
til the general suppression of religious houses, when with 
the manor appendant it came into the hands of the crown snd 
in the 33d of Henry Vill. they were setlle4 on the dean and 
chapter of Canterbury. Sir Eldward Hales, Bart, is the lessee 
of the parsonage, in which family it has continued since the 
year 1640, but the advowson of the vicarage is held by th« 
dean and chapter. 

A modus has been established in this parish, in the lieu of 
small tythes. 

TUDELEY, which in Domesday is written Tivelele, and 
in the Texiiit Roffemis, Thudelei lies between the parishes 
of Capet and Tunbridge, and fs a place bat little known or 
frequented, in appearance it differs but little from the adjoin- 
ing parish of Capel, of which a description has already been 
given in a former part of the work, and to which it is only 
necessary to refer. The village and church are placed near 
the southern boundary of it, and a little removed southward 
is a small hamlet called Ckooksurst; but neither this latter 
or the village itself contains any thing worthy of particular 
notice. The «oil here is generally moist, and thoogh of he«- 
ry tillage, well adapted to the growth of vrheat, as also to 
the production of large Timber, especially of Oak. The roads 
in this neighbourhood, are, the greater pari of the year, very 
indifferent.

KfrpiNSB CftOM, was ancientl} and for moiiy handred' yean 
(according to Harris) the inherttaoce and teat of a fatniij^ 
of the oaroe of Kippiiia, which were famons at Brenchley, as 
-well as at this place. But in the reign of King Charles I, 
it ended in two danghten, who both married into' the family 
of Darell. 

The church (dedicated to All Saints) was almost wholly 
rebuilt a few years since. It comprises a naxe and chancel, and 
has at Ibe west end a square brick tower, in which are three 
bells. On the north side of the chancel stands an altar tomb, 
with three ionic columns, supporting a regular entablatnre. 
The parsonage, (a small genteel residence now building 
by the Hon. W. J. Stapleton, the present vicar,} stands a 
little removed from the church westward. 

The patronage of this church, was about the ^ear 1339, given 
by Richard de Theudele, and others the then patrons of it, to 
the prior and canons of Tunbridge. This grant was confirmed 
by the Bishop, with licence (o appropriate it to their own use, 
on the death or resignation of John, then rector of it, and in 
the mean time that they should receive yearly half a marc 
from it: bat the vicarage was not endowed till theyear 1398. 

On the suppression of the lesser monasteries, the appropri- 
ation and advowson of this vicarage, as part of the possessions 
of the priory of Tunbridge, were granted to Cardinal Wolsey 
towards the endowment of his college at Oxford, but did 
not long remain with the college, as on the disgrace of the 
Cardinal in 1529, theyagain reverted to the crown, and in 
the 1st year of the reign of Edward VI. were granted to Sir 
Walter Hendley, at the yearly rent of 6s. 3df. to' bold ni 
eapiU by Knight's service. By Helen, second daughter of Sir 
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Liofnnc, aided by the justice of his cauir, piw&iled sgftinst

these possessions (he castle and, demesnes o( Brionne in Nor- 
mandy, of which Fit! Gilbert was Earl.* The expedienC 
adopted on this occasion to satisfy both parties, was, to girt 
the demesnes of Brionne wtth a string and apply the same to 
the lands round the castle of Timbridge. Though there is 
reason to believe this fortress was not erected prior to the 
Domesday Survey, it is erident it must haTebeen built shortly 
after, as on tHe death of the Conqueror, Richard de Tonbrl^^ 
having favored the cause of Robert (eldest son of the deceased 
monarch) was besieged in his castle of T^nbridge by William 
Rufus, and on its surrender, swore allegiuice to the young 
King. This nobleman fell at length in the defence of the 
usurper Stephen, in Wales, and was succeeded in his English 
possessions by Gilbert de Tonbridge, whose eldest son and 
successor (Richard) assumed the surname of Clare, and was 
the first of bis family on whom the Earldom of Hertford was 
Conferred. His second brother was created Earl of Pembroke^ 
in the 3d year of King Stephen; and Walter, another brother, 
was founder of the abbey of Tintern, in Wales. The above 
Richard, Earl of Clare, founded the priory ofTunbridge for 
monks of the preraonstrateosian order, and dedicated it to St.

^Tnnbridge castle was alternately the seaae of mt, and tltB 
abode of pleasore, bnt ever of consequence. Gilbert sBr> 
named Rnfus, E!arl of Clare, Gloucester and Hertford, joiit> 
fng the rebellious Barons against their sovereign Henry III. 
was besieged by prince ISdward, the King's son, duttiig wUck 
the garrison set fire to and burnt the town, to prcvmt its b^ii| 
useful to the Prince; Who, however, took tite castle, and the 
Countess of Gloucester, but gave her liberty ; he nev erihelesa 
put 4 garrison in tbe castle. Some time Bfterivards, Gilbert^ 
Oonviijced of the badness of the casse in which he was engag* 
•d, joiued the royal standard; and ia reirardfor his returning ' 
loyalty, rec^ved again the potsessiAn of this castle. Here it 
was that he enteruined Edward, then become his sovereigD, 
Upon his ratum from PalestiueF The reception -was splendid ; 
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nd though the King was desirous of reubing his csptttl, yet 
he renaiued here man; dajs; »ad to nccepUble did hebecoaa 
lo ^ Kiiigi that, baviif divorced his wife for her ill con* 
duct, Edward gave him his own daughter, Joan of Acreai 
who, Bs part of her jaintore, bad this castle settled upon kerf 
which she made the place of her residence in her widowhood, 
tnd oA her second marriage, with Ralph de Monthermer, a 
priMte gentleman in her terrice, whose prelnmptioa Id 
tnarrying a Princess, at first drew upon him the Tengeanee of 
offended uajesiy ; but bj tbe intercession of the Bish*^ of Dnr* 
tiam, Edward roceived him into faTor; and his merit was sucli, 
that he obtained his coafidence and affection: from this second 
alliance, hare descended many aoble houae*. We nnst her* 
Obserre, that Prince Edward, afterwards Edward II. also re> 
tided at Tqabridge in the 39d year of his falher'a rrign, whm 
he was left soprenw governor of the kingdom, whilst the ddef 
Edward was in Ftander*. 

" Upon the death of Gilbart de Clare, the Ia<t Earl «f 
Gloaonter of this family, in the partition of his Test estates to 
his three sisters and Co*hein, Tnnbridge oaitle and manqt 
flane to Hugh de Audley, in right of bit wife Margaret, tk« 
■econd of them, till joining with some discontented Barons, 
tfaia castle was seized by Edward II. Vho made Bartbolomew 
de Badlesmere, goTcmor: but he also traiteronsly joining the 
mftlecontontft, gare the custody of it to Beary de Cobham, 
whoae deputy Crereqoer, IntendiDg to fellow the standard of 
tovott, and deliver up his clurge to the rebels, was ordered to 
be hanged, and this castle, the scens of his treason to be rased 
totbngrooBd: it fortunately eseap«d,. baring been ono of th« 
' four wUcb Edward soon after fixed upon as saiJanc^taclei to 
deposit the records and charteia of the kingdom In ; and in tka 
following raign, Hugh de Audley was restored, to XsTor, had 
the Earldom of Gloacester in right of his marriage given him, 
and was permitted lo re-enjoy this castle. Maijgaret his only 
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daugbter, took the cutle and inaaor of Tunbrid|p to tUIjdl 
Lord Stafford, created Earl of Stafford, and elected Knigbt 
of the Garter, vho died here. Hil descendants rose tp ft 
rank that eclipwd ereiy other subject, haTing the Earldoms of 
Snckinghara, Hereford, Stafford, Northampton and Percb^ 
with many Baronies vested in then, and at length were raised 
to ducal htnors, and made hereditary constables of Eaglandi 
This castle was afterwards forfeited to the crown at the ruin 
of the last Stafford, Duke of Buckinghani, wheD tbra faintly, 
• every way so great, fell, to rise no more."* 

'"The castle and manor of Tunbridge, with its appendages, 
thus comiitg to the crown by the attainder of the Dnke of 
fiuckiugham, remained during' that reign in the King's haadi, 
(Hanry Till), and tilt King Edward VI. in his 4tb year, 
granted them to John Dudley, Earl of Warwick, among o- 
ther premises, by the description of his lordship, manor and 
castle of Tunbridge, and his two parks, called the Posterne 
and Cage (the former being sttnated southward, and the latter 
northward of the town) and his forests and chases of nortb- 
frith and sontfa-fritb, with their members and appurtenaftces, 
to hold ia capUe by Knighf « service ; " -f but they were shortly 
after, reconveyed to the King in exchange for other estates. 
In the succeeding reign, a grant of them was made to Cardinal 
Pole, for his life, and one year after, as he thonld by will 
determine, bat dying intestate on the very day of the 
Queen's decease (Mary) these estates immediately revertwl to 
tbe crown, and by Elizabeth in her first year, were granted by 
letlen patent to her klnstnan Henry Carey, Lord Hnntdonr 
From this family, by marriage, they descended to the Berk- 
1^1, who veaiained possessed of them but a very short time, 
for in tbe beginning of the re^ of James I. they were by 
purchase beoode tbe property of Sir Peter Vanlore'a wealthy

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merchant,' after the death of whose son, without male issue, 
ttiese estates with others, devolved to his thtpt daughters, and 
fire sisters, agreeable to the will of the former; when after a 
protrttcted litigation of nearly thirty years a partition of th^m' 
teok place. In the year 1739 theatanor,iF caatle, and part of 
the demesne lands were purchased by John Hooker, Esq. (of a 
htaily eriglnally from Hainpshlte), whose son Thomas Hookar, 
Esq. in the year 1 793 alienated the whole of this estate to his 
ferofher in law, William Woodgate, Esq. of Summerhill. 

The repiains of Tuhbeidge Casilx i though inconsiderable in 
extent, are still ii^resting and of muab picturesque importance . 
in the different views of the town; they consist chiefly of the- 
inner gateway, a quadrangular bidding in tolerable preserva-

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tion flanked by massive romd tdweri, ■ part of the onter 
mill, and the utifidat mount en which was the barbkan, or 
watch tower; the walls fonnerly indosed six a«res of ground. 
Adjoining the entrance, a reiidtonce was began in the year 1793 
bj Mr. Hooker, who iMfore its completloD, disposed of b!s 
tight in tite esMe to his brother In law, as aboTe stated, but 
not before he had giten abundant proofs of his contempt of 
feudal grandeur, and left a mononient for his oho want of 
tarte. 

The town of TuNBainoE in early fittiee was little more than 
the raborbs of tbe castle, and from itt proximity and alliance 
was subject to the same altemationi and Tteissitbdes as thatim- 
porlant fortress: butwhile t)m castle, (then the terror of the 
■object and a check on the power and tyranny of the monarch) 
has been dwindling into inEigniflcance, presenting in its fatteB 
itate a proof of the fallacy and unceri^nty of human power; 
tiM town, freed from its former thraldom and enjoying the 
common advantages of a civilized commnnity,' has risen into 
.comparative importance. It consists prindiMlly of one good 
street of a considenble length, -containing many handsome 
houses, and is cross'd by the Mpdway in five streams, over 
each of which a stone bridge has been thrown. The principal, 
and at present the only navigable branch, is that, dug te'fom 
the inner moat of the castle, over which, on the foundationi 
of the former one, a stone bridge of three arches was erected 
in 1779, and immediately below it, is a. spacious wharf for the 
accommodation of the trade on the river, now become cOn« 
liderable. Tunbridge, from possessing a good market, n 
pleasant and healthy situation, and withall an inviting air of 
cleanlineis, is becone the abode hf many ind^iendant peraont 
of good property. It appears formerly te have enjoyed thu 
privilege of sending nembsrs to parliament, but only one in>

On the I^mberhurst road about one 
mile and a half south-eastward of Tunbridge, i; the delight- 
fiilly Situated residence of Major Woodgate, called Somek-

turesque. Attached to it, is the manor of South-frith, anciently 
a chase or forest belonging to the Earls of Clare, whose bailiffs, 
according to Or, Harris, made Somerhill the place of their 
residence/ This seat was erected, and thte name of Somerhill 
given to it by Richard de Bui^h, Earl of Oanrickard, who in 
the 22d year of Queen Elizabeth, was created baron of Somer- 
hill and Viscount Tunbridge ; and early in the reign of Charles

Sidney; 'it is no wonder,' says Hasted, 'this lady njarried 
him (the Earl of Clanrickard) when Smollett says he was a 
very haudsone gallant young nobleman, and very like tha 
late Earl of Essex; tnsomwok,' be adds, 'that the Queen, 
then far advanced in years, made some advances to him, which 
he declined,' In the time of the commonwealth, Somehh ill 
was seized on by the parliajnent, and granted to Robert EarL 
of Essex ' in recompence of his heroic valour, prudent conduct, 
and untpolted _fidelilj/ in that high and important command of 
Captain-general of their army ; ' and after his decease in 
1646,* it was conferred on the Arch-traitor Bradsbaw, presi- 
dent of their high court of justice, ' for his great service to his 
country;' who died possessed of it in 1659. The Woodgates 
became possessed of this estate, by purchase, about the year 
1714. • 

About one mile and a half on the road from Tunbridge to 
the Wells, on the acclivity of Quarry -hill, is Marblgdon, 
a castellated residence,'!' erected within these few years by 
James Burton, Esq. late high sheriff of the county; the 
utnation and style of . architecture are judiciously Chosen and 
the grounds about it well wooded and agreeably disposed.

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on the east side of the road throngh the town, and tbongh 
ipacions, aeems inadequate to the accommodation of so popu- 
lons a neighbourhood ; it contains nothing worthy of particular 
note, nor is the building itself entitled to further description. 
It was new pewed some years ago, by the liberality of Mr. 
Hooper. In the cemetery is a tomb of white marble, to the 
memory of the celebrated Anne Elliott, the actress, a native 
of this parish, on which are the following elegant lines:

TUNBRIDGE- WELLS, is the common appellation given 
to a la^e and populous hamlet lying in the several parishes of 
Tunbridge, Speldhurst and Prant, at the distance of thirty-six 
miles from London and between five and six from the town of 
Tttnbridge: it is divided into four districts, Mount EriintiK, 
Mount Pleasant, Mount Sion, and The Wells. The lat- 
ter division is 'the centre of business and pleasure,' contain- 
ing beside the tpringi, the public parades, taverns, market, 
assembly-rooms and shops. The chapel which is hot a little 
removed from the walks, stands in the three parishes above 
mentioned,* and consequently in the two counties of Kent 
and Suapei: divine service is performed in it every day in the

The trade of 
Tnnbridge-Welts necessarily depends mncb on its visitants, 
yet this neighbourhood carries on an extensWe and exdutiM 
trade in a vast variety of small useful articles, comprehended 
under the term of T^nbridge Ware, which from hence is dis- 
tributed to all parts of the kingdom ; employing a great num- 
ber of hands and displaying no inconsiderable share of ingenuity 
and mechanical skilt> Thongta this place owes its origin to Hi 
Talnabte springs,* and is still visited by numbers on the score 
ri health, yet there is reason to believe that the majority of 
tiM company are drawn here more for the sake of pleasure and 
dtssipatietty than fioia lay consideration of the benefit to be 
derived from its waters. The ftdlities of intercourse afforded 
at tlMse places of fitsUooable resort, aAd the studied attention 
paid to tbe pleasures and necessities both of the gay and ttw 
infirm, wiil readily account for the great ioflox of company 
which tbanually resort to them, as soon as ttte gaieties nod 
i of tbe metropolis are suspended, or the advanees

/ LCOMB. At the time of the conqnest 0/ecuMfie, was 
held of tbe Archbishop of Cantet-bury, by William Earl of 
Ewe, in Normandy, by Knight's service ; to him succeeded 
tbe family of St. Lc^er, who appear to hare been seated here 
'till towards the middle of the sixteenth century, about which 
time it was alienated to Henry Gierke, Esq. member of par. 
liament and recorder of Rochester; from which name ithaf 
bnt lately passed to that of Kdmenleg, in Staffordshire. Since 
tbt alienation of this estate by Sir William St. I^eger, eldest 
son of Sir Warham St. Leger, who unfortunately fell in Ire- 
land in an encounter with Hugh Macqnire and his followers, 
in the re^ of Queen Elizabeth; the family have been prin- 
cipally resident in that country, where they have become en-

William, who, succeeded his father ia. the goTemment of 
MnDSter, made a member of the priTy conncil of that kingdom, 
■od Sergeant Major General of the Irish forces; is represented 
as, "a Gentleman of great merit, valour and integrity." The 
first of the family settled here, was Sir Robert St. L^«r, 
who accompanied the ambitious Norman to England, and tho 
same that, according to tradition, supported him with hii 
hand on his alighting on the coast of Sussex. To the grand- 
son of the former, who is supposed to hate lired here in the 
reign of Henry II. succeeded, Rafe St. Leger, who, says 
Philipott ''is registered in the roll of those Kentish gentlemen 
who accompanied Richard I. to the seige of Aeon ; and as the 
inscription on his leaden shroud, in the vault of this church 
does signify, was engaged in the holy quarrel fifteen years. 
Another Rafe St. Leger, and Hugh, St. Leger, were Recog- 
nUores Magna Asiitte, in the second of King John. Sir Rafe 
de St. L^er, Sir Joseph de St. Leger, and Sir Thomas de 
St. Leger, were with Edward I. at the siege of CarlaTerock, 
in the 28th year of his reign, and for their signal atchiere- 
ments there, received the order ot knighthood. Indeed in 
times subsequent to this there waa scarce any noble and ge- 
nerous undertaking, but the annals of our English history re- 
present a St. Leger concerned and interested in it."* 

In this parish are also the manors of Botcot and Kimcs- 
NORTH the former belonging to Nicholas Nicholas, Esq. and 
the latter, which, by King Edward VI. was granted to Sir 
Anthony St. Iieger, Lord deputy of Ireland, &c. is become 
the property of the Rev. Sir Edward Filmer, Bart, of East 
Sutton. 

Tha parish of Ulconib adjoins westward to East Sntton,^ 
from which it differs little either in soil or situation; the vil-

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loge with the Placx-houw and Parson ark, occapy the nimrait 
«f those r&nge of hilb which partly form the northern booa- 
^mry of tho Weald, extending from the borders of Snrrjr 
westward, to the parish of Hothfield near Ashfoid, in the 
east. The church (dedicated to All Saints), ''anciently be- 
longed to Christ chnrch, Canterbury, and being taken from 
thence In tbeyear 941, was restored by King Edmgnd. And 
about four handred and thirty years after, was made a eot' 
legiate chunk by Stephen Langton, Archbbhop, whose heed 
bad the title of Ardi-pretbyter."* It is now a single, ao^ 
divided rectory in the patronage of the lords of the manor of 
UlcoBib. In this cbnrch, before the refonnatioo, there was a 
guHd or brotherhood, called the fratemitg qfCorput Ckritti. 
llie parsonage honsa was rebuilt by the Rer. Stringer Belcher^ 
A. H. at an espence of upwards of 10001. From this worthy 
dirine, who left a most excellent diaracter, are descended 
those of the sane name, since resident in this parish. He died 
in December 1790, and lies baried in the ohnrch, in which ar* 
vereral bimsses and other memorials of the St, Legert and 
■a die Chrket. 



Vy ARGHORNE, a part only of which Is within the 
Weald, 'adjoins southward to Orlestone, the soil and sitmt- 
tion of it being yery siiDilar to the latter, but esteemed less 
healthy, owing no doubt to its being more free from wood, 
consequently more under the influence of the gross atmosphere 
of the adjoining marshes, within the limits of whiph, part rf 
Qm parish is Situated. The Tillage of Warehome is built 
mtud a larg* fiem called the Lbcok or Lbcton, on which is

and at Warehorne gT«eii, a little ri>moved from the former u 
tke Pauonage, and Tintok-hodbe, the residence of Mr. How- 
land. Ham-Stkeet is partly within this parish, and at th« 
diatanc* of abont a mile is Hahhill-Gkeei*, a hamlet lying 
within tlie marsh, on the high road from Brenzet, Snare, Jcc. 
to tk^ upland coantry. A nairow slip of land, part of Ware* 
borne, extends northward between the parishes of Shadoz- ' 
hunt and Orlestone, mostly underwood, and another slip 
■tntcbei tonthward into the marsh to Broolcland. That part 
of the parish of Warehorne abore the marsh, is considered 
within the Weald. 

Tvo aannal fairs are^ kept here, the one at Ham-street 
green, on the l4th of May, and the other at Wareborae-green, 
on the 3d of October. The former is considered a pleasure 
fsir, bat at the latter there is generally a large display of cat- 
tle. The Earl of Thanet derives some enolmoeat from tli« 
lart of these. 

Veiy early mention is made of JMs place; for King Egbert 
with hit eon Ethelwulf, (A. D. B30) gare to one Godwine, 
two plongh-lan^s, is a place called by the English, Ware- 
Aomot, situated among the marshes, and as the boundaries 
are expressed, extended on the east part southward over the 
rirer liroen, (Rother) unto the south saxon limits. <<Arcb> 
bishop Alphagej who afterwards became possessed of this 
manor (1910) gare it to Christ-church in Ginterbury, towards 
the cloathing of the monks there, endowing it with the same 
liberties and privileges- Bs their manor of Middleton. In the 
irign of lUog John it was held' of the see of Canteibuiy by 
Knight's service, by Ansfrid de Dene, and in the succeeding 
reign by Richard de Bedcford. The latter iu the 53d year 
of that reign (Henry III.) obtained the grant of a weekly 
market on Tuesdays, and a iairoC three days at the feast «( 
LI 
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St. Matthew, which gnnti were renewed and confirmed to 
him in the Sth year of Edward I. with the addidos of /ree- 
- amren within his demesne lands here. The Earl of Thanet is 
the present owner of this manor. 

The Mamor or Tinton, or as it written in Domesday Tra- 
Vextone, is a considerable manor in the sonthero part of th« 
parish, whicbby the conqueror wasgirentoHugo de Montfort; 
OD the Tolnntary exile of whose grandson of the sam»itanie, in 
the reign of King Henry I. his possessions came into the 
King's hands, when this manor was granted to Robert de Ver, 
constable of England, married to Adeliti, daughter of Hagh de 
Monfort, and they jointly in the early part of the reign of Hen- 
ry 11. hsTing founded the priory of Horton,* gave this manor 
to it. It remained with the priory until its dissolution in the 
S7th of Henry VIII. The fee of the Manor of Tenton is be- 
come the property of Sir Edward Dering, Bart, but the court 
lodge and demesne lands, are in the family of Howland. 

The manors of Ham and Capel (the former of which gare 
name to thb hundred), hare the saaae owner as that vf Orles. 

There is another manor to this parish, called Paexeu,

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wbosc dwnera iti early times usmned the surname of Parkek. 
The church consists of a nave, side aisles and chancel, 
with a tquara brick tover at the west end, but contains no- 
, thing worthy of note. Tn the church-yard is a remarkable fine 
white<thorn, whose branches like those in the cemeteries at 
Orleitone, Woodchurch, &g. ha*e been trained in an hori- 
z<«t*l direction, supported by a double frame of wood-work, 
with seats, affording accommodation for forty or fifty persons. 
The brancbet of this thorn overspread an area of at least six- 
teen feet in diameter, the trunk is two feet in diameter, at 
the height of three or four feet from the ground. 

WATER[NGBURY. The village of Wateringbury stands 
on the high road from Tunbridge through Mereworth, to 
Maidstone in a pleasant and fertile district, abounding wiHi 
com, fruit and hops, and In a part of the country, that from 
the beauty of its sceuery and the fertility of its soil, has been 
justly styled (he "Garuen op Ke»t." The place b small, 
but contains sereral good houses, and is characterized by an in- 
viting air of cheerfulness and comfort. The parish is about a 
mile and a quarter each way ; it is bounded on tJie south-east 
by the Medway, and othenvise well watered by several 
clear streams, which have their rise near the Place-house, 
and uniting with the stream that flows from Mereworth, falls 
into that river near Bow-bridge. 

There was till of late years, says Hasted, a singular, though 
a very ancient custom kept up, of electing a deputy to the 
dumb borshoUUrofCharlfAS it was called) claiming liberty over 
fifteen bouses in the precinct of Pizein-well ; * every house- 
holder of which was formerly obliged to pay (he keeper of this 
borsbolder one penny yearly. This dumb borsholder was 
LI S 

* AbanktOD tbeMaiditenc road, a^oining toHerenorlbpuish. 
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alwaja fint called at the 'tconrt leet koldoi for the hnodred of 
Tw7ford ; vhen iti keeper, who vu ^esrljr appoiatcd by that 
coHrt held it up to hia call, with a neckcloth or handkerchief 
pat through the iron ring fixed at the top, and aniwered fot 
It. TbJB borsholder of Chart, and the court leet, baa been 
discontinued about 'ilxty jreara ; and the boribolder, who is 
put in by the quarter sessions for Wateringbury, claims ovec 
the whole parish. 

The dumb borsholder waa made of wood, about three feet 
and half an indi long, with an iron ring at the ti^ and four 
more by the sides, near the bottom, where it had a square 
iron spike fixed, four inches and a half .long, to fix it in the 
ground, or on occasion to break open doors, &c. which was 
used to be done, without a warrant of any justice, on suspi- 
cion of goods having been unlawfully come by, and concealed 
in any of these fifteen houses. 

It is not easy at this distance of time to ascertain the origin 
of this dumb officer. Perhaps it might hare been made use of 
as a badge or ensign, by the officer of the market here. The 
last person who acted as deputy to it, waa one Thomas 
Oiampard, a Blacksmith, whose heirs bare Et now in their 
possession. 

The market, granted in the reign of King Edward I(. 
above mentioned, is reported by tradition to hare continued to 
be held here in a place called Chart Gjikden, now a wood 
near Pizein-well, in the south west part of. this parish, in 
which wood there are to be seen foundatieos of walls and 
houses, and in it and {he neighbouring lands are screr^l draw- 
wells. 

The Manor of Wateiingbnry, which at the time of taking 
the surrey of Domesday, formed part of the eitenaive posses- 
sions of the Kshop of Baieux, was In the reign of James I. 
purchased by Oliver Style, Esq. an ancestor of the present 
Saronet, ^ho had served the office o{ chenff «f (joadoi^ and 
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retiring to Wateringbury-place, there ended bis days in tho 
, year, 16^1 lesTing a son, (Thomas) bis only suTTiTing child, 
created a Baronet in the 3d year of Charles I. (anus 1637). 
The Place-house erected In the reign of Queen Anne, nearly 
on the scite of the more ancient mansion, is a substantial brick 
edidce, of the fashion of that period; it is situated at the 
western extremity of the village and but a short distance from 
the churcfa, the spire of which is a pleasing object from thence. 
It is said to contain some original portraits of the family, a- 
mong them, one of Sir W'rlliam Style, Knight, of Ipswich, 
who was ambassador at Naples in the reign of Henry VII. 
and employed on embassies of importance. The present 
Awner of this manor (Sir Thomas Style, Bart.) Is also posses- 
sor of the manor of Camons Court in this parish, and of the 
ancient seat of the Codds, called Pelicans. 

The church (dedicated to St. John the Baptist) consists 
ofanaTB and cfaancel, with a sqnare tower at the west end, 
OH which is an octagonal shingled spire, finished with a cross 
knd weather rane. In one of the windowa on the somtb ride 
ai« some trifling remains of stained glass, the fragments of a 
representation of the decollation of St John; Hasted, also 
BtentioQS there baring been the portraits of King Edward III: 
and his Queen ; bnt of these not a vestige at present remains. 
Within tfie walls are sereral memorials of the Sttle family, 
and in the cemetery a very costly one to Sir Oliver Style, 
Knight, who died unmarried, in the year 1703 at (he age of 
forty-six.* By this monument stands a Teaerable .yew- tree, 
onder whose umbrageous canopy an accommodation seat hai 
been placed, and near ft, on the south front of the steeple, a 
Portland stone tablet is affixed, with the following inscription;

In the raster are some whimsical entries of illegimate 
children born towards the latter end of the sixteenth century, 
and who are designated as " Sent of Gdd ;" "Filius populi," or 
*^Filittt mitndi" Here also are recorded two instances of great 
longevUy: Thomas Boothe, bnried March S4th, 1503, aged 
11?; and Henry Fiteath, aged 104, buried July%4di, 1677. 

WOODCHURCH. The face of the canatry here differs lit- 
tle from that in the adjoining parish of Halden, abundance of 
underwood and bad roads characterising them both ; and though 
much of Woodchurch lies on rather elevated ground, it is from 
the before mentioned circumstances far from being pleasant. 
An expanse of marsh lands called Shirley-moor, or 7Ae 199W 
leveh commences in the soulh.west part extending into the 
parishes of A()pledorc, Eboney and Tenterden, being about 
three miles in length, and two in breath.* This valuable 
• Hasted, vel. VII. p. WI. 
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tract, which contains by estimation one thousand two hundred 
and forty-live acres, is considered equal in quality to any land 
in the county ; Tast numbers of cattle are annually fattened on 
it, intended principally for the London markets ; the chief 
proprietors of lands in this level are Sir Edward Hales, Bart, 
the dean and chapter of Canterbury, Richard Curteis, Esq. 
and Thomas Blackmore, Esq. of Hertfordshire, who is also 
owner of Shirley-house and the farm attached to it, situated 
on the rising ground northward. The church and parsonage 
stand nearly in the centre of the parish, close to which sur- 
rounding a small green, are the few dwellings which constitute 
the Tillage. The remains of the Flace-housg, now divided 
into several distinct tenements, carry with it but few traces 
of its former consequence, it stands a little removed from the 
church eastward, and in. early times was the residence of a 
a family of some note; who had assumed the surname of 
Woodchurch about the time of the conquest. Simon de 
Woodchurch (a descendant of Anchitel de Woodchurch the 
first on record of the family) was among the Kentish gentry 
that accompanied .the victorious Edward in the Scottish ex- 
pedition, and who for his gallantry on that occasion received 
the honor of Knighthood. This estate is now the property of ~ 
Samuel Egerton Brydges, Esq. second son of the late Edward 
Bridges, of Wootton, author of the Centura lateraria and 
several other literary productions, of acknowledged merit. 

The manor of Woodchurch alias Towhi.and was among the 
estates allotted for the defence of Dover castle, forming part 
of the barony of the constable of that important fortress, 
hence called the conttabularie. The name of Townland (a 
corruption of Thunland) it acquired from Ralph de la Tbun, 
who possessed this manor in the reigtt of Henry III. and in 
whose descendants it continued, to Thomas Townland (anno 
7 Henry IV.) when it passed by sale to the family of 
D^orton kud in the beginiiii)g of the reign of Henry Vtll. wu 
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•old to the prior and convent of Leeds, with whicb it renntii* 
ed antit the dissolution of that priorjr. (anno 31 Ileorf 
VIII.) 

The charch (dedicated to All Saints) is a spacioui edifice, 
consisting of a nave, and side usies with a massire square 
tower at the west end, supported by la^ nking buttresses 
and surmounted by an enormous shingled spire, which though 
it contributes little to the beauty of the building, is a striking 
flMtnre from many points of view. The scene exhibited on 
altaii^ng the summit of the hill ia the approach from Kenard. 
ington hither, and at the diitance of about three quarters of 
a mile from the latter place, is extremely fine. The countiy 
in this direction is well wooded and agreeably chequered with 
ftnn houses and cottages; the distance on the left is occupied 
by the town and church of Teuterden, but the most prominent 
object in the «lew is the ^re of Woodchurch rising above tha 
wood on the right. The lancet-headed windows In the high 
chancel of this church are not destitute of beauty ; in one, on 
the north side, are the arms of ^the Harbackendens, and l>e- 
low, a canopied altar tomb with an elegant groined ceiling 
covered with tracery, at the back of which are several "brasses 
of that family. At one end of the south aisle, is another al- 
lar tomb, for Sir Edward Waterhoose, chancellor of the 
exchequer, and a member of the privy conncll in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, and in the window over this tomb, are five 
shields of arms in stained glass. In the chancel are brasses for 
Master Nicholas de Gore, with an Inscription in old Trench 
and another for William Benge, Ctpellariut, obt. 1457. Tlie 
font, which Is of Bethersden marble, appears to be ancient, the 
date is not known, and it would be difficult to determine this 
p«^nt from the thing itself. In the north chancel was former- 
ly a small chapel; and an opening in one comer, and a closed 
doorway, supposed to have been the approach to the pulpit, 
are still ihewn ;. the roofs to the aisles appear by a date on on* 
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of the brackets tt> hare b«en put up about tie yter I0O4. 
Nicholas Carter, S. T. P. rector of Woodchurch, v&o dleiT 
in 1774, was fatter of the justly celebrated Mrs Elitabeth 
Carter. 

A decree of Archblsliop Peckbam respticting the tyfhes of 
Woodchurch in the year 1281, is preserved among the Lam- 
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JL ALDING, which Leiand describes as a praty towtd^ 
is placed at the conflueoce of the Beult and Teiae with the 
Medway ; \ from the peculiarity of its situation, the lover 
part of the town, and the lands near it are liable to occasional 
anqoyance during the winter season, from the overflowiiig. of . 
these streams; but the temporary incouTenience thence arising, 
is counterbalanced by a pure and healthy air, to which, these 
hasty floods may reasonably he supposed to contribute i 
whatever might have been the appearance of Yalding in the 
time of Leiand (temp. Hen. VIII). the term prattf cannot 
Boa? be applied to it, with any propriety. It consists priuci- 
pally of one irregular street containing but few houses of re- 
■pectable appearance, and is but indifferently pared ; at tbe- 
upper end, on comparatively high ground, stands the school- 
house, an establishment, under the management of trustees, 
for the education of hoys from the age of seven to fourteen ; 
it was founded and endowed in the year 1663 by WilliiH

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Cleave, citizen and haberdasher of London, and a native of 
this place, for teaching the 'eoi» of the parishioners, reading, 
writing and arithmetic. The present vaster, Mr. Williams, 
has held this situation for thirteen years with singular credit; 
besides the boys on tbe foundation, he has generally about 
twenty boarders. 

The Medway is navigable for barges to within a short dis- 
tance of the town, and a considerable intercourse is in conse- 
quence maintained between these parts and the different dock- 
yards on the Thames ; much of the lading upwards consisted 
formerly of great guns, sHot, &c, for his Majesty's yards at 
Chatham and Sheerness, but the foundaries in this neighbour- 
hood have been silenced some years, and at present, oak 
timber for naval purposes, is the only article of importance 
conveyed by water from tliis place.* 

Richard Fits Gilbert, a near relative of the Conqueror, and 
ancestor of the noble family of Clare, Earls of Gloucester 
and Hertford, was owner of the Manor of Yaloing at the 
period of the Domesday survey; in the reign of Edward II. 
Hugh de Audley, Jun. became possessed of it, in right of his 
wife Margaret, second sister, and one of the co-heiresses of 
Gilbert de Clare, nephew of Edward I. to whom succeeded 
the Staffords, advanced to the Earldom of Stafford, and sub- 
sequently created Dukes of Buckingham. After the prema-
